The Albano sighted the barge in distress, 
and after a hard battle 
succeeded in taking off the captain and 
crew of the sinking barge. 

The second mate was washed overboard | 
while making the rescue.

FATE OF BOWEN’S CREW CERTAIN 


Definite Information Reaches Norfolk 
of Loss of the Crew. 

Norfolk, Va., March 8.—The tug Bowen 
was lost with all on board off Hog island 
yesterday. Eleven lives were lost on the 
tug, but the crew of the dredge she was 
towing at the time were picked up by the 
German steamship Albano, bound from New 
York to Newport News. 

They were landed at Oid Point Comfort 


late tonight. 
The tug was lost in the mist of the terri- 


ble snowstorm of yesterday. She was tow- 
ing the steam barge Admiral to Philadel- 
phia, where she is owned by the American 
Dredging Company. ; 

The assistant superintendent was lost 
aboard her. He was Captain William G. 
Cannon. and lived in Camden. The others 
who were lost: 

Captain James E. Bowen, Thomas Crump, 
Samuel Fowler, Pilot Philips, Mate Conli- 
son, two firemen, cook and two sailors. The 
tug was swamped by an unusually heayy 
sea just after cutting loose from the dredge. 

The second mate of the steamer Albano 
was drowned while attempting the rescue of

THE REVOLUTIONISTS RETURN 


PARTY OF AMERICANS FROM NIC- 
ARAGUA IN NEW ORLEANS. 


Accomplish the Overthrow of 
the Government. 


| Tell of the Revolution That Failed To 


New Orleans, La., March 8.—The steam-~- 
ship-Condor arrived tonight from Bluefields 
with forty-one passengers aboard, mostly 
the Americans composing the body known 
| as rough riders, with Captain J. C. Kennedy 
' in command. 

They tell the story of the revolution 
which failed. They had been sent to at- 
tack Greytown, marching overland, and 
the San Jacinto, the gunboat which the 
revolutionists seized, kept close to the 
shore, was to supply them with rations and 
aid in the attack. 

When they got half way they ran into 
i another gunboat, which Nicaragua had 
The San Jacinto 
could have sunk the enemy, but turned tail 
and fled, The Hondurean gave pursuit, but 
when she got nearenough to use her sta- 
tionary gun, the San Jacinto ran up the 
white flag. 

Her captain made terms for the soldiers 
as well, and then both boats steamed up 
| and made known the fact that the revolu- 
{ tion was over and Reyes had fled. They 
' went back to Bluefields and found the revo- 


lufion really over.

Eleven Americans had led a victory at 
Rama, but after that they were ‘deserted 
by the natives and also compelled to re- 
' turn to Bluefields 
Reyes had been told that his armies were

scientists. 

Just now several new manufacturing es- 
tablishments of -great proportion are being 
built in Constantinople and the general 
management of the first of these will be 
part of Dr. Whitehead’s duties. 


CHINA MUST KEEP ON HER FEET. 


Lord Beresford Tells in London His 
Opinion of the Powers’ Duty. 

London, March 8—The Daily Mail pub- 
lishes an interview this morning with Lord 
Charles Beresford in which the eminent 
Englishman expresses his view of the Chi- 
nese situation frankly. 

“It is absolutely necessary,” he said, ‘‘to 
keep China on her feet. Better stand up 
now for the ‘open door than venture upon 
the dangerous course of spheres of influ- 
ence. I do not suggest a cut and dried alli- 
ance. I do not think America would join 

Such an alliance. But America, England, 
Germany and Japan might agree to work 
together to maintain the ‘open door.’ 

“Of the six men who direct China's pol- 
icy, four have never been outside of Peking. 
Li Hung Chang has no real power. The 
empress dowager is the real power, and a 
very clever woman. She signs the popular 
eficts herself and makes the emperor sign 
the unpopular ones. The provinical rulers 
are more progressive than those at Peking. 
They favor the ‘open door’ policy and only 
want to save China’s face, but they think 
We are afraid of Russia. We must help 
stiffen China. which will not be a difficult 
task.’’

A SILVER CANDIDATE {S$ CHOSEN 


The Position of Judge A. B. Morse Fa- 
voring Gold Standard Works His 
Defeat for Supreme Court. 


Kalamazoo, Mich., March 8.—Thomas E. 
Barkworth, of Jackson, was nominated this 
afternoon by the democratic state conven- 
tion for justice of the supreme court, de- 
feating ex-Justice Allan B. Morse. 

Prior to. the convention it was asserted 
and denied that Judge Morse’s sympathies 
in the last presidential campaign were with 
the gold standard democracy and this is be- 
lieved to have affected the result. The ele- 
ments of silver fusion were weil represented 
among the delegates and the two nomina- 
tions for regents of the state university 
were given to a democrat and a populist. 

Hon. Justin R. Whiting, of St. Clair, iate 
fusionist candidate for governor, was the 
temporary chairman. His addreszg was a 
strongly public argument for free silver, an 
arraignment of republican policies and con- 


demnation of the encroachments of the 


trusts and combines. 

The resolutions as adopted by the con- 
vention reaffirm the Chicago platform; pro- 
test against the retirement of treasury 
notes; denounce trusts; demand an amend- 
ment to the constitution making an income 
tax possible; favor equal taxation of all 
property in the state; declare for disposi- 
tion of the colonies for the best interests of 
the people; protest against a large standing 
army; praise the service of the army ad 
navy and congratulate the party on having 
the leadership of Colonel William J. Bryan. 

The plank upon expansion says: 

‘‘We are in favor of making such disposi- 
tion of territory brough+ into the poss¢s- 
sion or under the control of the United 
States in the war with Spain, as shall best 
promote the interests and secure the wel- 
fare of the American people, and that to 
advance the cause of civil and religious 
freedom a government should be established 
in the islands having for its fundamental 
principle self-government for the people.” 


BRYAN CHEERED IN TEXAS. 


NEBRASEAN SPEAKS BEFORE THE 
STATE LEGISLATURE, 


His Address Last Evening at Austin 
Was Received Enthusiastically by 
a Large Audience. 


Austin, Tex., March 8.—Per special invita- 
tion, the Hon. William Jennings Bryan ar- 
rived here tonight from his home in Ne 
braska for the purpose of speaking to the 
joint session of the Texas legislature. 

He was met at the depot by Governor 
Sayers and the legislative committee, and 
after taking supper with the governor, went 
to the capitol. Owing to his train being late 
it was 9:30 o'clock before he arrived at the 
capitol, where he found both houses of the 
Texas legislature and 6,000 peopie jammed 
in the capitol to hear him. 

His speech was along the line of his pre- 
vious utterances, favoring the further ad- 
vocacy of silver and opposed to the creation 
of a large standing army and of the expan- 
sion theory. 

His address lasted until 11:45 o’clock to- 
night and the entire discourse was listened 
to with rapt attention by the audience, fre- 
quent applause being tendered by his many 
admirers. 

He will hold a public reception in the 
capitol tomorrow morning and leave to- 
morrow afternoon for his hme. He made 
this visit especially to talk to the Texas 
legislature. 


SYMPATHY FOR GEN. WHEELER 


TEXAS SENATE FROWNS ON BAI- 
LEY-WORSHIPING. 


Resolutions Indorsing Leader’s Posi- 
tion Adopted with Conditions Re- 
garding General Wheeler. 


Austin, Tex., March 8—The senate of 
the Texas legislature this morning had the 
liveliest kind of a row over the considera- 
tion of the house resolution indorsing Con- 
gressman Bailey in his action in fighting 
against the seating of Joe Wheeler in con- 
gress, adopted by the house Monday. 

An attempt was made to kill the resolu- 
tion by referring it to a committee, which 
was defeated by a close vote—i3 to 14. An 
amendment was then adopted providing that 
the adoption of the resolution should not 
be conStrued as a reflection on Congress- 
man Joe Wheeler. 

An amendment setting forth that the 
adoption of the resolution should not be 
considered as allying the Texas senate to 
Bailey’s support for United States senator 
two years hence was voted down by a 
close vote of 13 to 14. 

After much speech-making, during which 
senators expressed themselves as being 
opposed to Bailey-worshiping in any such 
a marked manner, the friends of 
the resolution managed to get it adopt 
ed by a hurried viva voce vote, thus ending 
the controversy at a point where Bailey 
was getting the worst of it. 


BROOM MAKERS REDUCE PRICE. 


National Convention of Manufacturers 
at Chicago Comes to an End. 

Chicago, March 8—The convention of 
manufacturers of brooms, after a two days’ 
session, adjourned today, having decided to 
raise-the price of brooms throughout the 
United States 50 cents a dozen on all 
grades under $3.50 per dozen.

Apia, Samoa, February 22, via San Fran- 
cisco, March 8.—Four weeks have elapsed 
since the jast mai! dispatches left here for 
San Francisco concerning the outbreak of 
civil war between the adherents of Malietoa 
and those of Mataafa. During this time 
Samoa has been free from any active war- 
fare. | 

The provincial government under Mataafa 
has not been a success; it has estranged the 
feelings of many of its own supporte-s by 
the deportation of the Malietoa chiefs and 
the banishing from Apia of all male Samoan 
adults who were on Malietoa’s side. 

All Malietoa’s adherents who were not 
deported have Leen fined and inoffensive 
natives, the servants of whites who had 
been in no way connected with the fighting, 
have been arrested. 

A sharp remonstrance from British Consul 
Maxse, who now has two mén-of-war sup- 
porting him, hag prevented a recurrence of 
this annoyance. The natives of Tutuila 
have declare@ in favor of Tanus and the 
deported chiefs are having a pleasant pic- 
nic among friends. 

Malietoa seems to he gaining strength 
every day and severaj.of Mataafa’s chief 
_ adherents have gone over te} his side, There 
“are not.much more that one-half of the 
people on Mataafa’s side and it is doubtful 
if rrore than one-third. of the population 
are his active supporters. 

Chief Justice To Be Supported. 

Among the British and Americans here it 
is not seen how the powers can act in any 
other way than to stand by Tanus as king. 
It is argued that if they do not, they de- 
liberately break the Berlin treaty and cast 
a siight upon their nominee, the chief jus- 
tice, and in the case of Great Britain and 
the United States they go Lack on their 
consular representatives here, who have ac- 
knowledged Tanus as king. Mataafa and 
the chiefs know all this and are most anx-

The German consul has received a cable 
from Germany directing him to recognize 
the authority of Chief Justice Chambers 
and to withdraw from the stand he and Dr.

consul has written him to the effect that 
notwithstanding rumors around Apia, the 
United States has not recognized Mataafa 
as king,and that the consul has nothing in 
the matter from his government and is 
waiting dispatches. 

Trouble with Warships. 

In addition to these disquieting facts, Ma- 
taafa has had a little trouble with the 
British warship Porpoise. 

The Porpoise, after matters had settled 
down in Apia, went for a cruise around 
the group. When she returned Captain 
Stugee found that no natives came near 
the ship, and that a taboo had been de- 
clared against the vessel. He at once sent 
a note to the provincial government de- 
manding an apology and a withdrawal of 
the boycott. To this Dr. Raffel, 'as execu- 
tive head, replied that the boycott was 
not against the man-of-war but against 
the chief justice, who was a guest on board. 

A still sharper note was sent by Captain 
Stugee to the effect that he would take 
decisive action at once and the boycott was 
removed. Her majesty’s ship Royalist is 
now here also. 

Dr. Raffel Arrested, 

The chief justice, although recognized by 
the German consul under instructions from 
Germany, is still being thwarted in every 
Way possible by the Germans. Dr. Raffel 
was cited by the chief justice for contempt, 
but declined to come to court, and placed 
himself under the protection of the German 
consul. ! 

He was arrested by the marshal of the 
court, but on his refusal to go, no attempt 
was made to force him. The chief justice 
rested content with having brought the 
matter to this.issue. Herr yon Buelow 
was also cited for contempt and disputed 
the juridiction of the court on the same 
ground as Dr. Raffel. The German con- 
sul interposed his protest, but Von Bue- 
low was nevertheless sumMMoned to appear 
in two weeks. : 

Everybody is anxiously awaiting the de- 
cision of the powers, and in the meantime 
it is not thought there will be any further 
disturbance.

DIVER PLUNGES T0 
HORRIBLE DEaiH 


Madison Square Garden Scene of Tragedy 
Yesterday Afternoon. 


DONALDSON LOSES CONTROL 


From Dome of the Building He Fell 
Head First Into Water Below. 


WAS THE WORLD'S CHAMPION DIVER 


Surgeons at New York Hospital Say 
His Death Is but a Matter of 
a Few Hcurs. 


New York, March 8.--Thomas Donaldson, 
of Bath Beach, L. I.; known the world 
over as a champion high diver, dived from 
the roof of Madison Square Garden, a dis- 
tance of eigithty-five feet, this afternoon 
with probably fatal results, 

Donaldson traveled for some years with 
Barnum & Bailey and has been the star at- 
traction at the Sportsman’s show, now run- 
ning the garden. He has been making two 
dives daily. ‘The tank is less than eight 
feet deep, and on two or three former oc- 
casions Donaldson did not have the suc- 
tess expected and came out of the water 
with hemorrhaces from the nose and ears. 

Cornish Was in Charge. 

Harry Cornish has charge of the water 
sports, and it was he who this afternoon 
gave Donaldson the signa] to dive. Three 
thousand persons were present and saw the 
famous diver lean from the platform, and 
falling slowly forward, make the plunge. 

He shot straight downward, but it was 
plain before he had got half the distance 
that he had lost control of his body. He 
struck the water head first and failed to 
come up. 

Small circles of blood came bubbling up 
frcm the bottom, and Harry Reeder, the 
amateur champion swimmer, and an at- 
tache of the garden, plunged into the 
water. 

The man dived several times, and finally 
Reeder brought Donaldson to the surface. 
He was apparently dead, with blood flow- 
ing from mouth, nostrils and ¢¢rs and from 
wounds on the head. He has a fractured 
skull, with compression of. the brain, and 
the left side of his face crushed:in. The 
surgeons at the hospital say that his death 
is a question of hours. 

Witnesses of the accident say that as 
Donaldson left the platform the colors 
which were wrapped about him became 
loose. His attention was diverted and he 
did not have his wits about him when he 
struck the water. He weighed more than 
200 pounds and struck with terrific force.

Captain Jennings, in command of the 
evening watch of police, organized two 
squads of picked policemen, under two ser- 
geants, and the trains of soldiers were met 
and boarded and closely watched until they 
had passed through the city. The soldiers 
were found to be drunk, and many of them 
were gambling, but there was no disorder in 


i the city. 


Captain Jennings received information 


| that the negro soldiers had also fired their 


pistols at citizens at the other stations and 
at Howell’s station a white man had been 
seriously wounded, 

It seems that the first detachment of the 
Tenth immunes created the most of the 
trouble, and that it was their conduct which 
precipitated the riot at Griffin. 

The news from Macon is that the rioting 
soldiers fortified themselves with pistols, 
an munition and whisky before they left 
that city, and a number of persons wete 
shot by the flying bullets before the trains 
pulled out. 

There seems to be no doubt that the negro 
soldiers were in a mood to create trouble 
and in their drunken condition were ready 
for any kind of disorder. 

In a special telegram from Griffin to The 
Constitution it was iearned that the 
soldiers created great disorder and that 
the riot was precipitated by the conduct of 
the drunken negroes. 

The Story from Griffin. 

Griffin. Ga, March 8&.—(Spectal.)\—Not in 
many years has this city seen such exciting 
times as were witnessed here this after- 
noon. 

The excitement was caused by the out- 
rageous conduct of the Tenth regiment of 
immunes, which had been mustered out in 
Macon and was en route to North Caro- 
lina. 

The regiment came over the Central In 
two sections, the first passing here about 
2:0 o'clock. When the train stopped at the 
depot the negroes, who had filled up on 
cheap whisky, began firing their pistols 
and yelling jike Indians. Over two hundred 
shots were fired and the police were pow- 
erless to resist. The city was at the mercy 
of the howling mob, who kept up a fustlade 
of shots until they were carried beyond the 
city limits. 

The news of this outrageous conduct 
spread rapidly over the city and it was 
determined that the next section of the reg- 
iment should Le heil@ in check. 

Mayor Davig telephoned Governor Can- 
dier asking him to order out the 
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him in a few minutes. Mayor Davis then | 


ordered out the company on his own re- 
sponsibility, as there was no time to await 
the govefnor’s answer.

In addition to the militia, the mayor and 
Sheriff Morris deputized over one hundred 
citizens to assist the officers in’ preserving 
. the peace and protecting the city from a 
- ¥Yepetition of such outrageous behavior on 
the part of the soldiers. 

About 5:15 o’clock the second section 
came in sight and above the roar of the 
train sounded the rattle of firearms, which 
were being discharged indiscriminately and 
creating consternation among the citizens 
living along the railroad. 

When the train came to a standstill! the 
negroes saw 200 determined and heavily 
armed men, who commanded them in no 
uncertain terms that they must keep quiet. 

The negroes were awed and with a few 
exceptions were as docile as lambs. Those 
who proved the exception received cracked 
heads, and but for the failure of a cartridge 
to explode one of them would have received 
a bullet in his brain. 

When the train pulled out from the depot 
an@ the negroes thought they were out of 
reach of the citizens, they pegan firing at 
‘houses. At the first shot a volley was 
poured into the retreating train by the in- 
furiated citizens and it is known that one 
negro at least was shot. It was learned 
later that a brakesman, George Agee, was 
seriously shot. 

The remainder of the regiment, on tha 
6:15 o’clock Central train, arrived, and like 
the others were amusing themselves by 
firing their pistols. 

The officers narrowly escaped a serious 
conflict with them, but arrasted two of the 
number and placed them in jail. 

Left Macon Ready for Trouble. 

Macon, March 8.—(Special.)\—The Tenth 
immunes, negro soldiers, were mustered 
out at Macon today, and many scenes of 
disorder attended their departure. A num- 
ber of them engaged in fights among them- 
selves at camp, and several were shot, but 
none seriously. Hundreds of them pur- 
chased new pistols and thousands of Car- 
tridges and bought flasks of whisky, and 
thus armed and fortified, they boarded the 
Southern and Central trains which pulled 
Away from camp this afternoon en route to 
the destinations of the immunes. 

As the trains passed through the out- 

ekirts of the city many of the negroés 
amused themselves firing out of the car 
windows. Several persons are rported to 
have been hit by-the flying bullets. Will 
Goodyear, a well-known white lad, was 
shot in the arm. It is said that a negro 
at Ivey’s Vineville woodyard was wounded. 

While a large crowd of negro soldiers 
were at the Southern depot waiting to board 
the 8 o’clock section tonight, a private sol- 
dier from Virginia named Robert Whitten, 
of company E, was arrested by the police 
on the charge of having snapped his pistol 
in the face of a Southern switchman. When 
arrested a concealed pistol was found on 
his person. Another soldier, who was quite 
drunk, was arrested for flourishing his 
pistol and threatened to shoot any white 
man who touched him. He made desperate 
resistance to arrest. Sergeant Harry John- 


son was arrested charged with shooting at | 


another «qidier and carrying concealed 
weapons. * 

About 8 o’clock tonight the last section 
containing about ten cars of soldiers ieft 
the city for Atlanta via the Southern rail- 
road. ‘As*soon as the train left he depot 
the soldiers commenced firing pistols out 
the car windows, and as the train was 
passing the north end of the Southern 
freight depot, several unknown parties who 
Were standing there with guns loaded 
With buckshot returned the fire of the 
soldiers. It is not known if any of the sol- 
diers were struck, as the train was running 
raipdly at the time on its way to Atlanta. 

Macon is now without any soldiers ex- 
cept a few in the hospital and a few scatter- 
ing ones about town who got left by the 
trains tonight. 

When They Got to Atlanta. 

When the second section of tne train, 
“bearing the Tenth regiment vf the im- 
munes, reached Atlanta, Call Officer Chose- 
wood met it at the Mitchell street crossing 
with a patrol wagon to get the wounded 


brakeman, George Agee. 

The man was found on a seat almost in 
a dying condition. He was taken to the 
Grady hospital and from there sent to the 
St. Joseph’s infirmary, where he was at- 

-tended by Drs, Elxin and Cooper. It was 

_ found that he had been ghot three times, 
and that one ‘bullet had peretrated his 
abdomen, producing a wound which would 
probably cause his death, 

From information received by the police- 
man, given him by Agee and cfficers of 
the Tenth regiment, Agee was standing on 
the rear of the caboose, which was the last 
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coach on the train, and when the firing of 
the citizens at triflin commenced Agee 
tried to get out of the way, and ag he 
dodged behind a door three of the bullets 
hit him. 

The policefien who boarded the train say 
that while the soldiers were orderly, they 
were gambling and many of them were 
drunk. 

Agee is a brakeman on the Central rail- 
road. His fome is in Cedartown, Ga., where 
he has a wife. He married a widow whose 
first husband was shot to death. 

To a reporter of The Constituticn Agee 
made a statement of how he was shot. 
He said: 

“I was on the rear of the caboose, and as 
the train pulled out I heard pistol shots 


fired from the front of the train. I looked 


back and saw that citizens were firing at 
us. I jumped behind a door of the caboose, 
and as I did so I was hit by three of the 
flying bullets. There was no shooting from 
the portion of the train on which I was.” 

After the arrival of the train bearing the 
second section of the Tenth regiment, the 
officers appeared to be very indignant at 
the treatment they had received in Griffin. 
and the lieutenant colonel in command 
sent the following communication to Gov- 
ernor Candler: 


Withrow’s Denunciation. 


Hon. Allen D, Candler, Governor of 
Georgia, Atlanta, Ga.—Dear Sir: I have 
the honor to request that you take such 
steps as are necessary to prevent a rep- 
etition of the cowardly, dastardly and 
entirely unnecessary attack made by 
your militia upon a train load of mem- 
bers of the Tenth immunes at Griffin 
about 6 o’clock this afternoon as the 
men were passing through that city on 
their way to Washington after being 
mustered out at Macon. 

When our train reached Griffin we 
found soldiers lined up on both sides of 
the track under arms. When we in- 
quired the cause, we were told that an- 
Other train had preceded us several 
hours before and had fired pistols, and 
that they wanted to protect themselves. 
Not a shot was fired while we were in 

' Griffin at the station, and our men 
were perfectly orderly. After the train 
started and the rear end ef it was about 
200 yards from where the soldiers were 
standing, a pistol was fired by some one 
at the head of the train. Immediately 
the soldiers opened fire upon the sleep- 
ing car which contained my officers and 
their wives. G. L. Agee, the rear brake- 
man, was standing in plain sight of 
the soldiers at the rear door of the rear 
car and he is dangerously, if not fatal- 
ly wounded. Four ladies were seated 
at the windows of the car fired upon, 
and were in plain sight of the men a 
minute before they fired. I demand that 
l be given safe conduct to the boundary 
of your state. We were sent here by 
the order of the president, and although 
Wwe were mustered out today, we are en- 
titled to safe conduct to our homes. We 
are an orderly body of men, peaceably 
making our way home, and we demand 
protection from the assault of cowards 
who disgrace the uniform of your state 
and demonstrate their total unfitness to 
bear your commissions and your arms. 
Men never fire on women. Respectfully,

What the Governor Says. 


Governor Candler was seen last night 
by a reporter of Thé Constitution and gave 
out the following interview: 

No militia were ordered out by me. 
On the contrary when the mayor of 
Griffn telephoned me the outrageous 
conduct of the first detachment of this 
regiment as it passed through the 
city, and asked me to order out the com- 
pany of state troops in Griffin to pre- 
vent a repetition of the outrage when 
the second detachment came through, 
I refused to do so and advised the may- 
or to deputize a sufficiently large num- 
ber of extra policemen to protect the 
city and the people, and to telegraph 
to the conductors of the train bringing 
the second detachment of the require- 
men to run through Griffin without stop- 
ping. 
~ I assured the mayor that I would aid 
him to the utmost in protecting the 
city, if occasion should arise, but 
that I did not think the anticipated 
danger eufficiently imminent to war- 
rant mein ordering out the state troops. 

I have heard nothing from Griffin di- 
rectly. All I know is gathered from 
the imperious and ill natured demand 
of Colonel Withrow in the letter I give 
you. He admits that the first shot 
was fired by one of his own men; then 
the fire was returned, I do not be- 
lieve, when the facts are known, that 
there were any state troops on the 
ground. None were ordered there by 
me. The only force there, in my opin- 
ion, was the mayor’s police force, 

The occurrence was deplorable, but 
those disorderly negro soldiers alone are 
responsible for it. 


Action of Atlanta Police. 


Captain Jennings stated last night that 
he received notice of the coming of the 
drunken and disorderly negro soldiers and 
he immediately detailed two squads cf pa- 
trolmen to meet the trains and’ board the 
coaches. Sergeant Ball had command of one 
squad and Sergeant Brenning command of 
the other One squad boarded the train at 
the Peters street crossing and the other at 
the North Avenue crossing. When the sol- 
diers.saw that they were guarded by the 
police they grew quiet and there were no 
evidences of any disorder outsidé of the 
gambling carried on. 

“I feel certain,” said Captain Jennings, 


“that if we had not acted as we did there 


would have been serious trouble. The sol- 
diers were drinking and appeared to be 
ready for trouble. I think they have learn- 
ed that they can’t bulldoze the people of 
Atlanta and that this kept them quiet when 
they saw they were under guam.” 

At half-past 9 o'clock last night a third 
section of the Tenth regiment reached the 
city, but they were also met at the union 
depot by the police and no disorder occur- 
red. At 11 o’clock a fourth section reached 
the city and was taken around the city 
and there was no trouble.

BREESE MADE 


A CONFESSION 


“That He Realized Fortune Qut of 
the Bank, 


THE TRIAL AT ASHEVILLE 


Bank Examiner Coffin Caused a Great 
Sensation 


WHEN HE WAS PUT ON WITNESS STAND 


Stated That Breese, Although Warned 
by Him Not To Talk Too Much, 
Insisted on Telling Him of 
Transaction—History 
of the Case. 


Asheville, N. C., March 8 —(Special.)— 
Special Bank Examiner George H. Coffin 
was on the stand today in the trial of W. 
B. Breese and gave some sensational tes- 
timony. The witness was the first to ar- 
rive after the bank.failure, and Kreese 
asked him in what capacity he came, pri- 
vate or official. Coffin said ‘‘official,’’ and 
warned defendant not to disclose anything 
he did not want the comptrollee of the 
treasury to know. 

Notwithstanding the warning, ‘Breese 
made the confession that he, Penland and 
Dickerson had received the benefit of $250,- 
000 worth of discounted notes, and tnat he 
himself had realized $110,000. The confes- 
sion was made without promise of im- 
munity. 

The defense made a desperate effort to 
choke off Coffin’s testimony, but the court 
ruled it relevant, Coffin will make further 
disclosures tomorrow. | 


Story of the Bank Wrecking. 

The facts disclosed by the failure of the 
First National bank, and the subsequent 
events produced by it, form an epoch in 
‘Asheville’s history. An investigation dis- 
closed the fact that the bank had been ut- 
terly and completely wrecked; all of its 
available assets converted into cash; all the 
property of its officers heavily mortgaged 
or conveyed, and to cap the climax, $250,000 
worth of “accommodation notes,” signed by 
insolvent persons and. indorsed by the bank 
Officers, had ‘been discounted and realized 
upon abroad, Three men, hitherto as highly 
esteemed as any in the community, were 
Placed under tremendously heavy bonds 
pending théir appearance in the federal 
court, to answer to charges which, if pro- 
ven, and were such a fhing possible, would 
send them to the penitentiary for the bal- 
ance of their lifetime. 

In addition, these revelations produced 
widespread financia) distrust, and as a di- 
rect consequence, two of the three remain- 
ing banks were forced to suspend, and the 
failure of the third and last bank might 
have been a fact but for the forethought 
of its officers, and the strong financial as- 
Sistance which came to its aid. 

Tt is doubtful if any bank was ever more 
completely wrecked than was the First 
Wational. What became of the enor- 
mous sum of money thus realized, is a 
matter of conjecture. Aside from the the- 
Ory of outright appropriation, there are 
others to the effect that the bank officers 
lived extravagantly; that the bank was 
badly managed, and in consequence a large 
Sum ‘was frittered away from year to year 
in the effort to keep the institution afloat. 

Prior to July 31, 1897, Major William RB. 
(reese was president, W. Henry Penland 
cashier, and Joseph E. Dickerson one of 
the directors of the First National bank of 
this city. On the morning of the date men- 
tioned the doors of the bank remained 
closed, and in explanation there was sim- 
Diy a statement that the bank was forced 
ty close owing to the stringency of the 
times ahd inability to collect debts due. This 
explanation was accepted in good faith by 
the great majority of people. However, 
vague rumors began to circulate as to the 
character of the ‘bank’s assets. Meanwhile 
Deputy Comptroller of the €urréncy George 
M. Coffin arrived on the scene, being sent 
by the comptroller in response to the noti- 
fication that the bank had failed. Mr. Cof- 
fin continued his investigations for more 
than a month, and by the end of that time 
became acquainted with facts which in- 
duced him to swear out warrants against 
Messrs. Breese, Penland and Dickerson, 
charging them with the violation of section 
6902, revised statutes of the United States, 
relative to the conduct of national banks. 
The cases came up for trial before United 
States Commissioner A. T, Summey. As a 
result the three bank officials were bound 
over to the United States court in the sum 
of $5,000 each. The bonds were promptly 
furnished. The whole affair was kept se- 
cret, the public not even being aware that 
warrants had been issued. 

A receiver of the bank was appointed, 
and in investigating the bank’s assets he 
discovered the existencé of hundreds of 
notes, drawn by financially irresponsible 
pergons in favor of the bank and indorsed 
usually by bank officers. Men of all classes 
and occupations, not worth a dollar, be- 
Gan to receive notices from the receiver 
that they OWed thousands of dollars. Simi- 
lar notices poured into the city from north- 
ern banks, and leading attorneys received 
dozens of notes for coliection by mail, all 
characterized by the signatures of insolvent 
persons and indorsed by the bank officers. 
In this way the signers wer e 
first made known of the existence of the 
notes. They -remembered having at one 
time in the past signed blank notes, at the 
request of some friends, with the under- 
standing that one or more of the notes was 
to be filled Out for a trifling amount. Oth- 
ers admitted that they had signed notes for 
large sums a6 an accommodation, being as- 
sured that it wae a temporary matter, and 
as they were insolvent, ‘no harm could come 
to them. Others declared that they had not

nard was a contfactor and builder, igno- 
rant, but somwhat shrewd, and had a wide 
acquaintance among. other contractors, 
as well as carpenters, brickmasons, etc. 
In working his scheme, Leonard would usu- 


r ally accost one of these men, and producing 


a blank note, would ask that it be signed, 
saying that it would be filled out for a small 
amount, and that he needed the money, giv- 
ing the sick family or some such hard- 


P luck tale. If his friend mentioned his in- 


solvency, Leonard would assure him that 
it made no difference; that payment would 
never be demanded, and that it was to be 
used merely as collateral to secure a small 
loan. When the signature was attached 
Leonard would produce several other notes 
and ask that they be signed also, giving as 
an excuse that some might become blotted. 
The men usually did as requested. Leonard 
then turned the notes over to the bank 
officers, who filled,them out for a large 
sum and indorse@ythem. The notes were 
converted into cash, either by discounting 
abroad, or borrowing from the bank depos- 
fits. In this way it is alleged that $250,000 
Was procured. 

On September 20th a government expert 
bank examiner arrived in Asheville in the 
person of Mr, Edward P. Moxey. Mr. 
Moxey’s coming usually means trouble for 
some one. His business is the detection of 
criminal procedure in the conduct of banks. 
He made a minute examination of the 
bank's affairs, and after acquainting him- 
self with all the facts at handeand consult- 
ing with the receiver, quietly left town. It 
is to be presumed that the officials of the 
broken. bank breathed easier after he left, 
but if so, it was for a brief period only. At 
daylight next morning Messrs. Breese, Pen- 
land and Dickerson were each awakened 
by a deputy United States marshal and 
served with a warrant, sworn out by Mr. 
Moxey at Greensboro, charging them with 
embezzlement and misappropriation. They 


required for the release of each. The ac- 
cused were taken completely by surprise. 
They were taken at that early hour to 
United States Court Clerk Moore’s office, 
where their attorneys were summoned. The 
latter set to work in a desperate effort to 
raise the amount of the bonds by 2 p. m., 
the limit of time set by Deputy Marshal 
J. M. Bailey. The business of securing 
three $30,000 bonds proved a difficult one, 
and despite the efforts of the attorneys, at 
2 o'clock Penland’s and Dickerson’s bonds 
were still several thousand dollars short of 
completion. Major Breese had been suc- 
cessful in his effort to complete his bond. 
At 2 o'clock the deputy marshal accompa- 
nied Messrs. Pénland and Dickerson to the 
county jail, where quarters had been pro- 
vided for them by the government. Major 
Breese accompanied them, declaring that 
he would go to jail with his companions. 
The three remained in jai] only an hour or 
twp, the bonds having, in the meantime, 
been completed. 

The. publication of these sensational 
events disquieted depositors in other banks 
and small depositors especially began with- 
drawing their accounts. The Western Car- 
Olina bank, which had a savings depart- 
ment, and which was patronized by George 
Vanderbilt, paid out money steadily -until 
the vaults were nearly empty. On October 
12th the directors made a great effort to 
obtain funds to tide them over, but failed, 
and the bank did not open next day. The 
i National Bank of Asheville, the only na- 
tional bank left in the city, was also paying 


usually | 


out money much faster than it was taking 
it in. It stood the strain until October 22d, 
when its doors were closed for good. In 
half an hour after this closed, a record- 
breaking run was’ m progress at the Bat- 
tery Park bank, the only solvent bank left 
in Asheville. Its corriaors and the side- 
walk in front were packed with depositors, 
but the bank had made ample preparation, 
and huge stacks of gold were visible on the 
counters. Leading depositors, realizing that 
the bank’s failure would prostrate business 

-in Asheville, loaned their deposits to the 
bank and madé haste to deposit large sums. 
Aithough the run continued all day, at the 
close of business the deposits had exceeded 
the withdrawals by $20,000; The next day 
the scare was over. 

Messrs. Breese, Penland and Dickerson 
weré first placed on trial November 5, 1897, 
and the cases were then continued and have 
been at each subsequent term of court. 
They are now being tried, a year and a half 
after the failure of the bank. 

A month ago it became known through 
well authenticated rumors that Mr. Penland 
had made.a confession through his attorney 
to the United States district attorney, mak- 
ing a clean breast of his connéction with 
the broken bank’s affairs. It was stated 
that no inducement was offered him to 
make such confession. It is certain that he 
has cut loose from his two partners, and, 
has employed separate counsel. What ef- 
fect this will have Is only conjectural, but it 
is reagrded as likely that Penland will get 
off lighter than the others. In the popular 
mind there has been less disposition to con- 
demn Penland than either of his assuciates. 
Many of those who believe him guilty think 
that he was gradually drawn into the affair 
by the influence of others and did not in- 
tend wrong. 

Major Breese js a Charlestonian: Dicker- 
son came here from Richmond, Va., and 
Penland is a-native of this section of the 
country. All three were prominent in 
church work. Penland was a superintend- 
ent of a Methodist Sunday school; Dicker- 
son a trustee in the Baptist church, while 
Breese was an Episcopalian. Since his re- 
lease on bond Major Breese has been living 
quietly at his country home at Brevard, in 
an adjoining county. 

Physically there is quite a difference be- 
tween Brese and Penland. The former does 
not give evidence of having undergone any 
great mental strain, Penland does, Inno- 
cent or guilty, it is only too evident that the 
affair has weighed deeply on his mind. He 
is gaunt and sallow, while Breese ig his 
jovial and complacent self. 

That the defendants -will leave no stone 
unturned to secure their acquittal goes 
without saying. They have employed emi- 
nent counsel, : 

The: government has not been idle, Its 
solicitors and the bank expert, E. P. Mox- 
ey, whose investigations have unraveled 
many a financial] tangle and sent many men 
to the penitentiary, have worked for 
months gathering their evidence. 

The line of defense to be adopted by the 
defendants is not known, but it is thought 
they will try to prove that the comptroller 
of the currency gave them permission to 
borrow from the bank more than 10 per 
cent of the capital stock, the amount al- 
lowed by law. 

It is expected that the trial will last two 
or three weeks.

Mataafa admitted, however, that he had 
been warned that there was a stipulation 
against his being king, and said he had ap- 
proached the German congul about the 
matter, who said the German government 


had forgotten the past ani now had no 
objection to his becoming king. The pro- 
tocol, which contains the stipulation | 
against ‘Mataafa, was not attached to the 
treaty printed for the Samoans. Mataafa 
declared that he sought to be King so as 
to bring peace to Samoa. 


FILIPINOS FALL IN NUMBERS. 


Gen. Hale’s Wing, Aided by Gunboat, 
Mows the Natives Down. 
New York, March 8.—A dispatch to The 


Herald from Manila says: 

‘“General Hale determined this morning 
to clear away the enemy from the front 
of the right of his wing. 

“Laguna de Bay, under Major Grant, 
began shelling the enemy’s. position. Two 
companies of the Twentieth infantry and 
three compaies of the First Nebraska, un- 
der Colonel Stalenburg, swung in from 
the road to the waterworks, driving the in- 
Surgents toward the Pasig river. 

The First Wyoming advanced directly 
on the insurgent’s position in front. Mean- 
while the Lagunda de Bay pounded the 
foe from. the river. 

“Thus taken on three sides, the insur- 
gents, after some resistance, were driven 
‘pack, 

“Captain J. D. O’Brien, of the First Wyo- 
ming, was shot in the wrist, and Major 
Bell, of. the bureau of information, wae 
slightly wounded. Complete reports of the 
wounded are not yet in. 

‘General Hale estimates the enemy’s loss 
at 250. 

“At the time of sending this dispatch the 
Wyoming troops occupied an advanced po- 
sition, 

“The insurgents opened fire across the 
river from Guadaloupe, killing Pri@ate 
Lovejoy, of company C, First Washington, 
and wounding two others. 

“The insurgents have been concentrating 
to the east of the city, and will probably 
try an attack from that side. Their prin- 
cipal object is to cut off the water supply 
of Manila. 

“The American positions are strong, and 
the attempts will be futile. 

“The insurgent losses have been severe 
the last few days. 

“The authorities of* Madrid have offered 
Aguinakdo a ransom of $1,000 for each of- 
ficer, $100 each for the privatés and $500 for 
each civil servant. They have not offered

DR. RAFFEL REACHES AMERICA. 


President of Apia Council in San Fran- 
cisco Talks of Recent Troubles. 
San Francisco, March 8.—Dr. John Raffel, 
late president of the municipal council of 
Apia, arrived here today on the steamer 

Alameda. 

Dr. Raffel sail. that when he left Samoa 
everything was tranquil, and that the 
Mataafa government was recognized as 
the provisional government by the three 
leading powers, and it had the support of 
90 per cent of the native population and a 
majority of the foreign population. 

“The German consul,” sai@ Dr. Raffel, 
“eould not enforce the decision of the su- 
preme court, because he believed that the 
decision was in opposition to the customs 
of the Samoan people and the “Samoan 
government, and that pending instructions 
from the hd®&me government, he could not 
seek to enforce it, particularly when it 
Was so obnoxious to so large a number of 
the Samoan people. 

‘“‘As to the report that the German con- 
sul led the attack of the Mataafa forces,’’ 
he said, ‘‘that is untrue. American and 
British residents will testify to the fact, 
and Mr. Morse, an American citizen, has so 
informed his government in a communica- 
tion to the administration at Washington. 

“The reason the provisional government 
closed the supreme court is this: The 
president of the municipal council, under 
the treaty, not only has local jurisdiction 
inthe municipal district, but Is also treas- 
urer, adviser and executive officer of the 
Samoan government. He is such to the 
provisional government, under the treaty. 
The provisional government held that it 


1 
could not recognize a court to whose de- 


cision it was in antagonism. After it was 
decided that it would not declare the chief 
justiceship vacant. But Samoans do not 
recognize the court, and do not bring suits 
in it. The whites, however, do. 

“My opinion is that if the treaty powers 
attempt force to install the Malietoa 


government, it will simply result in the 


Mataafa government controlling every- 
thing outside of Apia. Allowing for defec- 
tions to the Malietoa government in case it 
is recognized, the Mataafa government will 
still have a vast majority of the partisans. 

“The influence of the London missionary 
society in Samoa corrupted the elections 
for king, and thereby caused temporary 
installation of Tanus, the Malietoa party 
chief. The Samoans would not submit to 
this, Decause they knew Mataafa to have 
been elected, but defrauded of his rights. 
Hence the uprising. 

“Tanus is but a mere boy, fifteen years 
of age. He is under the influence of the 
Frotestant society. Mataafa is a Catholic. 
The London missionary society was fearful 
that if Mataafa were elected it would lose 
its power. Therefore Tanus was put in. 
This, in brief, was the cause of the whole 
trouble.”’

AFTER THEIR TRIAL BEFORE COMMISSIONER 


After Returning-Home Harden Was 
Killed and Holloways Are Charged 
with Murder. 


Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con, Ga., March 8.—Today in the United 
States court Judge Speer allowed John 
Holloway to give a bond of $2,300 and John 
Thomas Smith, a bond of $500 for their 
appearance at the next term of the court 
to answer to the charge of conspiracy and 
murder. sf 

On giving-bond they were released from 
the Bibb county jail, where they had been 
confined since their arrest on the 2ist of 
last December. The defendants are citi- 
zens of Jasper county,-and their bond was 
signed by citizens of Jasper county. The 
giving of bond by John Holloway and John 
Thomas Smith recals an interesting story, 
the full particulars of evhich have’ never 
been published before. 

The recent grand jury of the United 
States court found indictments against 
John, Joseph and Alonzo Holloway and 
John Thomas Smith, all of Jasper county, 
for conspiracy and murder. They were 
charged with having murdered Silas M. 
Harden, of Jasper county, in the month of 
last September. Soon after the indictment 
were made John W. Holloway and John 
Thomas Smith were arrested and placed 
fn jail. Joseph Holloway eluded arrest 
and has never been captured. The gov- 
ernment has just offered a reward of $300 
for the arrest of Joseph Holloway. 

Sometime last year Silas M. Harden, of 
Jasper county, reported to the~ United 
States officers that Joseph Holloway was 
running an illicit distillery, and Harden 
came to Macon as a witness in the com- 
missioner’s court against Holloway, and 
Holloway was put under bond of $100 to 
appear in court to stand trial. John Hol- 
loway, who is a man of some property, 
staad his brother’s bond. On returning to 
Jasper, the Holloway’s quarreled with Har- 
den for appearing as a witness in the case. 
Later it was thought that the matter had 
been patched up and peace relations had 
been. restored, and all parties agreed that 
they would no longer carry pistols with 
hostile intent for each other. One day 
in September the three Holloway’s, John 
Thomas Smith and Silas Harden were 
' riding horse and muleback: along a road 
in Jasper county. Harden was in front of 
the party and suddenly he was shot in 
the back and fell off his mule dead. It 
is claimed that Joseph Holloway killed him. 
The three Holloways and Smith picked up 
the dead body and carried it some distance 
from the road and hid in a thicket, where 
it was found. Footprints were found by 
theside of the body, and it is said that John 
Holloway stood crosswise of the dead and. 
prostrate form, and with a pistol, fired a 
bullet in the center of Harden's: fore- 
head.

THE ST. REGULUS AT BRUNSWICK 


Master of Vessel Thinks He Saw the 


Moravia. : 

Brur.swick, Ga., March 8.—(Special.)—The 
British steamship St, Regulus, Which ar- 
rived today from Liverpool, reports a long 
and tedious passage across, during which 
the vessel was partially disabled and stib- 
sequently made slow progress. Bennet, 
master, reports that upon leaving Liverpool 
on February Sth strong southwest gales 
were encountered, increasing to a hurri- 
cane on the 12th, lasting until the 15th. 
On the night of the 12th, during a high sea 
and in latitude 48.50 north, longitude 13 
west, the St. Regulus had her steering gear 
carried away and was almost helpless in the 
trough of the ocean, when she saw two 
red and white and blue cotton signals from 
a jarge disabled steamship. Owing to the 
severe weather prevailing it was impossible 
to render assistance, and the vessel, sup- 
posed to be the Hamburg American Mora- 
via, since put into to the Azores, was lost 
sight of. According to the above, this ex- 
plains why the Moravia did not get assist- 
ance from a passing ship when she lay 
disabled, a fact extensively and adversely 
commented upon in the press at the time. 
On February 16th Captain Bennet ascer- 
tained that two blades of the propeller were 
gone, and the vessel continued on her 
course with variable northwest and 
southwest winds to Bermuda, Last Sunday 
at 5:30 o'clock p. m., in the gulf stream, a 
three-mast schooner with no sails set, was 


passed in latitude 32.15 north, longitude 77.20 
west. The vessel was loaded, but apparent- 
ly no one was aboard.

Mr. B. Frank Mann, the anniversarian 
orator of the day, is a resident of Conyers.

Farmers Complain Against the Ferti- 
lizers That Are Being Sola Them. 
Items from Columbus. 


Columbus, Ga., March §.—{Special.)—There 
is a general complaint among the farmers 


' throughout this section of the shipment of 


negro hands to the west. The negroes have 
been sent to Arkansas by the carload, and 
many of the farmers are finding them- 
selves in. an embarrassed position. Farm- 
ers who had made annual contracts with 
hands fér the year were surprised when 
the darkies caught the emigration fever 
and went with the rest to the west, leaving 
them in the lurch. In many cases the ne- 


families, and leave their families behind, 
hoping, at an early date, to get the money 
with which to carry them along to the 
‘land of promise.’ These families will, of 
course, be suffering soon. The Constitu- 
tion correspondent has heard of these com- 
plaints from various sections. Last even- 
ing he saw a gentleman just from Stewart 
county who said that the farmers of that 
county were considerably indignant over 
the way in which they were being stripped 
of hands. ‘ 

The negroes are being shipped by Mfbs. 
M. E. Levette, reference to the prosecution 
of whom has been made in The Constitu- 
tion. 1t ts claimed that she !s the agent 
of an emigration society. A case was made 
against her, and she is now under bond 
to be tried at the next term of the Chat- 
tahoochee superior eourt. She claims that 
she is getting the hands for the plantations 
of herself and relatives, claiming to have 
extensive farming interests in Arkansas. 
Her attorneys will make the point, besides, 
that the Georgia law making imposing a 
tax of $500 upon emigration agents is un- 
lawful, as it interferes with interstate com- 
merce. In the meantime, Mrs. Levette con- 
tinues her shipment of negroes, pending the 
result of the prosecution. 

Whether the general complaints from the 
farmers caused it or not, Mrs. Levette now 
says that she will suspend her operations. 
She wired to The Enquirer-Sun from Bir- 
mingham, Ala., tonight: ‘You can say to 
the farmers I shall make only one more 
shipment this season." 

Farmers and Fertilizers. 

It is claimed that the farmers of this 
section of Georgia and Alabama are. being 
deceived in regard to fertilizer grades in a 
way that, in many cases, is causing them 
to pay a dollar per ton too much for fertil- 
izers. It is said that many oft he farmers 
do not appreciate the distinction between 
‘standard’ and “high’’ grade fertilizers. 
They naturally think that the term “'stan- 
dard’ means the best, whereas it is a 
term used to derote medium grade fertil- 
izer. Fertilizers are divided into three 
‘classes—low, standard and high. «In the 
low grade, 10 per cent of the fertilizers 
must be plant food: in.the standard, 12 
per cent, and in high grades, 14 per cent. 
The Georgia law provides that the grade 
except acids, and acids 
and potash, shall be printed upon the 
sacks. In a great many cases in this sec- 
tion farmers buy standard grade fertilizers, 
paying high-grade prices. The elaim is 
made that comparatively little high-grade 
fertilizer is being sold in this secticn., 

Columbus News Notes. 

The Masons are going ahead steadily, 
making preparations for the construction 
of their new temple, which will be an ele- 
grant building.

SUPERIOR COURT OF APPLING. 


Cases Being Tried This Week—Judge 
Bennett Presiding. 

Baxter, Ga., March 8.—(Special.)—Appling 
superior court convened Monday, and will 
probably remain in session several days. 
Judge Joseph W. Bennet is presiding for 
the first time. His charge to the grand jury 
was able and pointed, and made a most 
favorable impression upon all who heard it. 
It is freely predicted that the Brunswick 
circuit never had an abler or more,consci- 
entious judge. Quite a number of lawyers, 
besides the local bar, are here. 

The dockets are heavily burdened with 
cases—some of them five or eix years old. 
The most important case is that of the 
state vs. John M. Comas, charged with the 
murder of Mr. Chris Widdincamp. On the 
14th of February Comas and Widdincamp 
left Baxley together.

meeting was issued by. the Jefferson Whole- 
sale and Retail Liquor Dealers’ Association. 

It is believed that every effort will be made 
now to carry out the laws of the county, 
so that there will be no criticism aroused. 

"The pastors at their meeting held this 
week decided not only to watch the city 
‘campaign, but will also take a hhnd in the 
constitutional convention campaign and will 
try hard to have men elected who wil] not 
- Le oppoésed to a prohibition or dispensary 
law, should the opportunity come to have 
one passed. Never before in the state of 
Aabama were there such active proceedings 
being taken: on both sides for and against 
prohibition or a dispensary, as at present, 
or since the legislature adjourned. Between 
breaths of the campaigns where are now 
on in Birmingham ‘the liquor and anti- 
liquor people can be heard, and*as stated 
above, this question will certainly Lecome 
one of the slogans of the political cam- 
paigns in the future. 

‘The Birmingham Campaign. 

The Birmingham campaign is growing 
warmer every day, as the democratic pri- 
maries approach. The ‘primaries will be 
held in April and the election will follow 
a month later. The registration for the 
primaries commenced today. There has 
been considerable discussion as to the plan 
of campaign and the three candidates for 
the nomination for mayor have almost had 
a falling out. One of the candidates has 
threatened not to go Into the primaries. 
The candidates are al! good democrats and 
the entire contest is a fight amongst dem- 
ocfats entirely, the negro not being in it at 
all, and the white republicans taking no 
hand whatever. The candidates are Ross 
Cc. Smith, who was up to the ist of Feb- 
ruary state railroad comnnissioner; Mel 
Drennen, miember of the Loard of Alder- 
men of Birmingham, and John L. Parker, 
also a member of the board of aldermen. 
It is believed that the biggest vote ever 
S¢en in city affairs will be brought out this 
year. Ross Smith has the ‘‘machinery”’ and 
the indications point to his nomination. If: 
nominated he is sure of election, as no in- 
dependent or republican’ candidate ‘eould 
defeat him. . ; 

Iron Going Up. 

Pig iron quotations continue to go up and 
there is no telling when there will Le an 
end to it. The conditions in the iron world 
in this section of the country were never 
sy favorable as now, and there are no 
doubts but that at the end of the month 
the annouricement will be made that the 
coa} miners in this district will be entitled 
to another advance in wages. There is a 
good demand for both nig and finished iron 
and the furnaces in blast and the rolling 
mills going can hardly keep up with the 
demand. There is a little shortage in the 
production of pig iron. The Pioneer Mining 
and Manufacturing Company has one of 
’ their furnaces out of blast at Thomas and 
there are other furnaces which should Le in 
Ddlast in a cold condition. However, as soon 
as these furnaces can be repaired they ‘will 
he put back in blast and the production will 
be larger. The yards and especially the 
warrant storage yards are being sought to 
supply some of the demand and the ship- 
ments of iron from this district continue 
almost as heavy as they could possibly Le. 
Theraz,is more iron being purchased right 
now, according to some statements, than 
at any time this vear, and a better price is 
being paid for it than has prevailed for 
several years. The miners have hopes of 
seeing enough advances in the prices of pig 
fron as to increase their wages at least 7% 
cents on the ton from the Ist of March to 
‘the ist of July. The new contract will be 
made out on the last named date, and it is 
not at al) unlik@y that the same contract 
as exists now will be made over again for 
- another twelve months. It is believed that 
the present prices for iron will prevail. The 
activity in the iron trade 1s wonderful. In 
finished iron circles the prices being oLtain- 
ed is quite satisfactory and the mills in 
Birmingham and in Gate City, near here, 
have all they can do. It is believed that 
the mills will only have a month's lay-off 
this summer. The product is finding a 
ready demand and shipping clerks have 
thelr hands full. in getting off all orders 
promptly.

THE CHICKEN THIEF WAS SANE. 


Insanity Was Not the Cause of His 
Many Criminal Acts. 
Jacksonville, Fla., March 8.—(Special.)—A 
peculiar verdict was rendered today by a 
jury in the trial of Horace Gibbs, a young 

negro, for insanity, as follows: . 

‘We find that Horace Gibbs is sane and 
free from hallucinations and delusions. He 
is an untutored degenerate, and has pro- 
pensities to steal, no -doubt, as the 
want of moral culture is very glaring. His 
condition fits none of the definitions of 
mania, so wé pronounce him sane.” 

And so Horace Gibbs, the notorious 
chicken thief and house burglar, who has 
frequently served sentences in jaiNhere for 
stealing chickens, etc., and recently com- 
pleted a two years’ term in the peniten- 
tiary for larceny from a house, must be 
trie@ in the criminal court at once upon 
the old charge of stealing chickens, though 
an effort was made by his counsel to have 
him convicted of insanity. The negro has 
an idiotic look, and when given a hearing a 
few days ago before Judge Doggett in the 
criminal’ court he appeared so indifferent 
and ignorant of his circumstances that his 
sanity was questioned, resulting in today’s 
examination of the case by a jury. Gibbs 
is densely ignorant and illiterate, and has 
never been known to work a day.

Commanding heneral Declares Supplles 
Are Inadequate fo Feed Destitute,

CUBAN ARMY IN HELPLESS CONDITION 


\ 

The Most Distressing Feature Is That 
the Greater Number of Those 
Without Food Are the Cu- 
ban Women and Chil- 
dren. 


New York, March 8.—Brigadier General 
William. Ludlow, governor of Havana, has 
written a lengthy jetter to The Evening 
Post describing minutely the conditions in 
the Cuban capital and appealing for as- 
sistance for Cuban charities. General 
Ludlow réfers to the local ddministration 
of Havana as a “seriqgus and laborious 
task.”’ | 

Touching especially upon the: matter of 
clean, General Ludlow 


ried on “under every difficulty of.a cen- 
tury-old accumulation of evils, a deficiency 
of material, inadequate’ personnel and a 
paucity and uncertainty as to-funds, which 
for the present, are derived’ from weekly 
and monthly requisitions on the variable 
custom house collections, thus multiplying 
the uncertainties and vexations of the 
task,"’ 

The destitute, the, says, are found in 
greatergnumbers in Havana than the other 
provinces. 


Twenty Thousand Are Destitute. 

“In this department,’’ writes the gover- 
nor, “‘which includes the city of Havana 
and its suburban regions west, south and 
east, between the rivers Almendares and 
Colimar, the destitute drawing rations ap- 
proximate 20,000, who must, for the present, 
be fed or permitted to starve. 

“Employment of the able-bodied males on 
Street cleaning, collection of garbage, re- 
pairs to streets and road cleaning and dis- 
infection of large buildings gnd military 
structures, and the like work, have con- 
stituted an immense assistance in this re- 


_ spect by enabling the 2,000 or 3,000 employees 


to feed “themselves and those immediately 
dependent upon them, but there jis still a 
very large remainder for whom, at present, 
occupation cannot be furnished. 

“It is one of the distressing features that 
a general proportion of the destitute are 
women and ehildren, whose men ‘have 
died or been killed in the waste of war, 
while 20,000 or 30,000 more are still aggre- 
gated as an army, practically idle and de- 
pendent upon the country for their main- 
tenance, instead of being at work earning 
their living and supporting their fami- 
lies. It is almost impossible, in the aver- 
age case of.the women, to find anything 
for them to do and this helpless class make 
special appea] to sympathy.’’ : 

Charitable Houses Inadequate. 

The charitable institutions of Havana, 
General Ludlow declares to be quite quite 
inadequate to meet the emergency. He 
cites as an instance the “‘casa de las vidas’’ 
(home for the widows), a large structure 
in the capital occupied by the widows of 
Spanish officers. Of this institution, Gen, 
eral Ludlow says: 

“Upon assuming direction of affairs here 
ft was found that thé pensions of these 
women had not been paid for over a year, 
and they had been left behind when the 
Spanish forces abandoned the island, ab- 
solutely without the means of obtaining 
food. 

“There are at present in the home a to- 
tal of over 200 of all ages—seventy women, 
ninety girls and fifty boys—who are almost 
all entirely destitute, and from a prolonged 
course of semi-starvation and the absence 
of medical or other supplies, are deplor- 
ably reduced and have much sickness 
among. It can be imagined how this. ag- 
gregation ‘of a quiet, gentle, suffering and 
almost silent class appeals to the sympa- 
thies. Many of them.are well born, ac- 
complished and educated, totally unable to 
do anything for themselves and with the 
ignorance of children as to means of sup- 
port. They profess themselves, and in 
many cases with sincerity, willing to do 
any work, even the roughest, but without 
any qualifications they would be practi- 
cally useless to an’ employer. They could 
teach, perhaps, but the schools are not 
open to them. They are alien to the com- 
munity in,which they are compelled to 
live, with’ comparatively few friends, and 
those few unable to deal effectively for 
their relief. 


American Women Must Help. 

“To meet the needs of these women Gen- 
eral Ludlow suggests that ‘‘an association 
of ‘wbmen in the states might take account 
of the matter and perfect arrangements by 
which the institution should be otherwise 
maintained than as a temporary military 
exigency. 

‘There are numerous kindly-disposed and 
pe agen people in Havana—many who 
are busily engaged in charitable work 
with the sick and orphans—but their medns 
are quite inadequate, and assistance would 
be gladiy received from the charitably dis- 
posed in the United States.” 

The governor concludes by saying that 
Mrs. Ludlow, who has taken a strong in- 
terest in the matter, would be very glad 
to receivé any com ications on the sub- 
ject or such contributions of food, cloth-

Vice Admiral Colomb in a Lecture Calls 
American Policy Hazardous. 


SAMPSON ON THE DEFENSIVE 


Spanish Coast Should Have Been Cov- 
ered by Our Fleet. 


DEWEY’S MOVEMENTS VERY BUSINESSLIKE 


Colomb Calls Spain’s Effort a Pathetic 
Parade of Quixotic Gallantry 
Without Any Efficiency.

Londen, March 8.—Vice Admiral Philip 
Howard Cclomb, retired, lectured this af- 
ternoon on the lessons of the Spanjsh-Amer- 
ican war before the members of the United 
Service institutions. 

After dealing with the impossibility of 
secrecy in warfare hereafter owing to the 
Vigilance: of the press, and the necessity 
for protecting cables in shallow water, he 
said he thought that if Spain had showed 


. real compr@hension of strategy the United 


States would*not have been so successful. 

The sure way for the’ United States would 
have been for her to send a sufficient force 
to the coast of Spain to balance the forces 
known to have been in Spanish ports and to 
send a squadron to the Cape Verde islands. 
the moment it was known a Spanish flotilla 
was assembling there. 

If, he added, the island of Minorca had 
been seized as a base nothing offensive on 
the other side of the Atlantic would have 
been attempted ‘by Spain. ; 

The lesson to be deduced was, according 
to the lecturer, that the American strategy 
was hazardous, in so far as it departed 
from the stereotyped rules .of naval war- 
fare. Admiral Cervera’s ships were 
sight of, causing anxiety on the American 
coast and causing the Americans to keep 
considerable squadrons wholly in a defen- 
Sive attitude instead of maintaining com- 
mand of the sea. 

It was clear, he added, that if there had 
been coal supplies at Santiago de Cuba and 
if Admiral Cervera’s squadron had been 
reasonably efficient instead of ‘‘miserably 
abortive” all it could have purposed to ef- 
fect by entering Santiago might have been 
effected without any interference upon the 
part of the United States navy. 

From the actions between the Spanish 
forts: and American ships the speaker de- 
duced the idea that very inefficient batter- 
ies were able to keep ships at a distance. 

Regarding the purely tactical questions in- 
volved the admiral said it was pldin Ad- 
miral Dewey took full advantage of the 
superiority of his guns and gunners and 
placed himself in so distant a position that 
neither the Spanish ships nor the Spanish 
batteries were able to adequately reply to 
his fire. The whole thing, continued the 
lecturer, ‘“‘was terribly businegslike on the 
American side, with a pathetic parade of 
quixotic gallantry on the other.”’ 

In conclusion Admiral Colomb commented 
wpon the fact that all grders to the Amer- 
ican ships were from Washington; which 
he considered was a momentous change in 
naval warfare.

MADE HIM CRAZY 


Young Man Who Insuited Ladies Is Fined 
Fifty Dollars. 


WARRANT SWORN OUT FOR HIM 


Interesting Private Fined Before the 
Recorder Yesterday Afternoon. 


UNIQUE PLEA OF INSULTING WAS MADE 


Defendant Claimed That Salol, Taken 


for the Grip, Unbalanced His 
Mind—Details of Trial. 


Michael Kelly, the young man who was 
arrested Tuesday afternoon for insulting 
four young ladies on the street, was tried 
by_ the recorder yesterday afternoon and 
fined $50 

There were some very interesting feat- 
ures in the trial, principal of which was the 
plea made by the defense that Kelly was 
temporarily a lunatic on account of a dose 
of salol, which he had taken for the grip. 
It was claimed that salol, quinine and whis- 
ky was a bad mixture, and that Kelly was 
not mentally responsible for what he did. 

The recorder gave Kelly a private trial 
in the police commissioners’. room, as the 
young ladies did not Wish to appear in pub- 
lic. 

Five very pretty young ladies told how 
Kelly met them on Decatur street, near 
‘Bell, and after speaking to them, took them 
by the arm and invited them to walk away 
with him. They tried to get away from him 
and had to run in order to do so. They had 
never seen the man before. 

Three or four gentlemen stated that they 
had witnessed the scene and. had gone to 
the rescue of the young ladies. 

Kelly had a physic‘an present to testify 
as to his mental condition, and it was stat- 
ed that he had been given salol and quinine 
for the grip, and this, if taken with whisky, 
might produce a temporary abberation of 
the mind. 

The victim of salol and quinine made a 
Statement, saying that he was sorry for 
what he had done and was suffering from 
the effects of the salol. 

Attorney W. T. Moyers represented the 
prosecution, and he asked that a heavy fine 
be imposed, as the law did not recognize 
salol as a mind destrover, and it was about 
time the mashing business was stopped in 
Atlanta. 

Attorney R. J. Hancock, representing the 
defense, asked that the fine be light, as Mr. 
Kelly was a man of good character and 
did not know what he was doing when ke 
met the ladies. 

‘He was just drunk,’”’ remarked Attor- 
ney Moyers, ‘‘and when he gets drunk again 
he will insult more ladies unless he is se- 


| verely punished.” 


"l have sworn off,” said Kelly. 

‘So did Rip Van Winkle,’’ replied Me. 
Moyers. 

After the recorder had entered a fine of 
$50. Kelly’s friends went down stairs to 
pay it and found the prisoner confronted 
with two warrants.for assault. The pay- 
ment of the fine -ems held up and Kelly 
was sent to the stéeckade to work thirty 
days. : 

It is said that Kelly’s fine will be paid 
today and bond will be given in the cases 
of assault. 

Kelly represents the P. F. Collfer Pub- 
lishing Company, of New York, and has 
hitherto borne a good reputation. Hliis 
friends say that the whole affair was caus- 
ed by his drinking.

The Wife of Colorado’s Senator Leaves 
Her Husband in Washington. 


WANTS A DIVORCE FROM HIM 


Incompatibility of Temper Given as 
Cause—Last Days of Congress Ac- 
companied by Disclosures.

Washington, March 8.—One of the latest 
sensations in the national capital has just 
leaked out in the announcement that Mrs. 
Edward ©. Wolcott, wife of the United 
States senator from Colorado, has sepa- 
rated from her husband preparatory to in- 
stituting proceedings for tivorce on the 
ground of {incompatibility ef temper. 

For some time past the rumor has been 
afloat that everything was not serene in the 
Wolcott mansion on Connecticut avenue, 
but few people were prepared te hear that 
the distingugshed couple had separaied. 
Only last week they appeared together at 
one of the social functions in Washingicn. 

Senator Wolcott has temp>-:.irily taken 
up his abode at the Ariington hotel, whaule 
Mrs. Wolcott continues to reside at the 
family quarters. Mr, Charles C. Beamon, 
of the firm of Evarts, Choire and Beaman, 
is said to be the attorney wiom Mrs, Wol- 
cott has-employed to repres2at tier mm che 
prcceedings for divorce, roman whet can be 
learned here Senator Wolcctt will offer no 
resistance to the proceedings:: 

Mrs. Wolcott has been cw:ce married. Her 
first husband was former KR2presentative 
Lyman K. Bass, of Buffalo, N. Y., who 
served two terms in congress and who was 
the law partner of former President Grover 
Cleveland and Wilson 8S. Bissell, former 
pcstn.aster general. 

Mr. Bass was elected to the house of rep- 
reverntatives from the Erie aistrict in !27?1, 
ani was re-elected in 1873. He was in pocr 
health at the time, and de2cidel te go to 
Cclcrado when his second term expired. He 
enced Mis law partnership with Clevelaad 
& Bissel] and went to Coloraijo Springs, «f- 
terwards becoming general counsei of the 
Derver and Rio Grande ruilroad and tae 
Mexican National railway. H: came to New 
York broken down in neaitn in 1889, and 
died in May of that year, in the Buck'ng- 
ham hotel, this city. 

The marriage of Senator Wolcott and M!s. 
Bass took place in St .Pauls Cathedroi, 
Buffalo, on May 14, 1890, ise c-remony be- 
ing performed by the late Lishop Arthur 
Cleveiand Coxe, of the diocese. The weddlig 
was one of the notable events of Buffalo 
society, in which Mrs. Bass was well asd 
favorably known. Senator and Mrz. Wol- 
cott came to New York, and then went to 
Washington, where they alie-wards made 
then home. 

Senator Wolcott is serving his secend 
term: in the upper branch of corgress. lie 
was first elected United Statcs senator: froin 
Colorado to ‘succeed Thomas M. Bcren, 
and took his seat on March 4, 1839. He was 
re-elected in 1895, and his present term will 
expire in 1901. When he entered the senate 
Mr. Wolcott was the youngest member of 
that body. He was born in Long Meadow, 
Mass., in 1848, entered Yale ih .566, but did 
not finish his course there, and was grad- 
uated from the Harvard law school in 1571. 
He practiced law for a short time in Chi- 
cago, and then went to Denver, where he 
met with great success 38 a4 corporation 
attorney. 

Senator Wolcott has p:come wdely known 
since entering congress. He is reger.ed as 
one of the most eloquent men in the senate, 
and because of this fact was chesen to 
nominate James G. Blaine tor the presiden- 
cy at the Minneapolis convention :n 1892. 
He went abroad early in °§97 as "resident 
McKinley’s special representative, to inves- 
tigate the monetary situation abroad. Upon 
his return from this mission, in the spring 
of 1897, President McKinley appointed him, 
with Charles J. Paine, of Massachusetts, 
and former Vice President Adiai E. Steven- 
son, of Illinois, 4s a commission to visit 
European countries to bring about the re- 
monetization of silver by international 
agreement. This mission appears to have 
been without result. 

Unpieasantness in the Wolcott family is 
not of recent date. Several y@rs ago, one 
cold: night, at a cotillon in the National 
Rifles’ armory, Senator Wolcott and Mrs. 
Wolcott were present. The senator was 
promenading the floor with a handsome 
woman when Mrs. Wolcott stopped the pair 
and publicly upbraided -her husband: Then 
she left, but the senator remained. When 
he called for: his carriage several] nours

to return for her husband. One of the prin- 
cipal causes of infelicity between the two 
is sald to be the fondness of Senator Wol- 
cott for excesses of different kinds. Be- 
fore the time of his marriage Senator Wol- 
cott is said to have been one of the fast- 
est men in Colorado, spending most of his 
time at the gambling table; but since that 
time he has not been credited with sowing 
many wild oats. 
From Senator Wolcott’s Home. 

Denver, Col., March 7.—Wolhurst, the 
home of Senator Wolcott, is ninety miles 
south of Denver, and the handsomest coun- 
try place in Colorado. Four hundred acres 
or more are laid out as a park. About one 
year ago the first rumors of trouble be- 


j tween Senator Wolcott and Mrs. Wolcott 


were heard. 

At the time extensive improvements were 
under way at Wolhurst. The house: was 
being enlarged for entertainment on an 
even more lavish scg'e than formerly. All 
contracts had been let for the work in 
progress and planned, and Mrs. Wolcott 
Was at home personally supervising the 
work. 

Senator Wolcott was in Washington. One 
day the contractors received notice that 
the plans for improving the place had been 
abandoned. They were paid for cancelling 
the contracts, and Mrs. Wolcott left for 
Washington. Then it was rumored there 
had ‘been a quarrel of some kind between 
Senator Wolcott and his wife. but the cause 
was only a matter of conjecture. 

Until that time Senator Wolcott and Mrs. 
Wolcott had been regarded by their friends 
as an unusually loving and happy couple. 
No sign of discord had ever been noticed. It 
was evident that Mrs. Wolcott worshipped 
her husband, and that she had a great 
influence over him. 

Mrs. Wolcott was the widow of Lyman 
K. Bass. Mr. Bass came to Colorado for 
his health, located in Colorado Springs and 
was made attorney for the Denver and Rio 
Grande railroad at that place. Senator 
Wolcott was general attorney for the same 
road. After the death of Mr. Bass, the

they were married about a year later. 
Since then they have lived together most 

happlly to a}! appearances until the trouble 


of a year ago.

Factional Fight Among Water Commissioners Broke Out Again in a 
Warm Controversy Yesterday Affernoon, 


‘SECRETARY WAMED EMPLOYEE 


‘Several Members Fought the New Ap- 


pointee but Lost 


CHAIRMAN -BLODDWORTH RESIGNED 


But Was Afterwards Persuaded To 
Withdraw His Resignation—Trou- 
ble Occurred Over Different 
Interpretations of the 
Rules. 


———— 


The factional fight that has been going on 
in the municipal board of water commis- 
gioners came to the surface again yester- 
day afternoon in one of the warmest con- 
troversies that has ever characterized a 
meeting of this body. So intense was the 
feeling that Commissioner Litt Bloodworth, 
Jr., who took one of the leading roles in 
the controversy, resigned the chairman- 
ship of the finance committee, Later, hcw- 


‘ever, upon the earnest solicitation of other 


members of the board, he withdrew his 
resignation. 

This controversy really began at the last 
ago, 
when Secretary Dimmock, through Super- 
intendent Woodward, announced the ep- 
pointment of Mr. Dick Rust as head book- 
keeper in the waterworks office. In his reg- 
ular monthly report the superintendent 
recommended that the appointment 
be adopted. Judge Hillyer and Commis- 
sioner Morris opposed the appointment on 
the grounds that there wad? a rule in the 
department requiring all appointments to 
be made in line of promotion, and that the 
position really belonged to some employee 
of the water office. Superintendent Wood- 
ward cited another rule of the board giv- 
ing the secretary power to appoint em- 
ployees in®his department. Nothing is said 
in this rule about line of promotion. Some 
members of the board held that the rules 
were fn conflict; others held they were not, 
The result was that the matter, was refer- 
red back to ®uperintendemt Woodward 
with instructions to report the appoint- 
ment of an employee of the office in con- 
formity with the promotion rule. 

Superintendent Recommends Rust. 

Much to the surprise of some of the com- 
missioners, Superintendent Woodward stat- 
ed in his report yesterday afternoon that 
Secretary Dimmock had appointed Mr. Rust 
bookkeeper. The ‘superintendent recom- 


mended-that the appointment be confirmed. 


Commissioner Erwin moved that the ap- 
pointment be confirmed.

Mr. Whit- 
ner is in the superintendent's office, a de- 
partment entirely distinct from that of the 
secretary’s. There is no one in the secre-

bookkeeper, It seems to me the department 
has been suffering on this account. The 
rules give the secretary the right to ap- 


] Woodward stated that the work of Mr. | 


Wihitner, as shown by the books before the 
board, represented only about one-tenth of 
what he had to do. Mr. Mortis asked if the 
books to be kept in the secretary’s office 
were not similar to those in the superin- 
cendent’s office, and Superintendent Wood- 
ward replied that they were. When asked if 
Mr. Whitner could keep the books in the 
secretary’s office, Superintendent Woodward 
replied that he could. 

“I don’t see any use in sending for those 
books,”’ said Mayor Woodward. “That is 
going entirely out of the secretary’s depart- 
ment. The superintendent has his employees 
and the secretary his. It is not right to 
take one man from the superintendent and 
give him to the secretary.” 

*‘What, Mr. Mayor, is meant by this pro- 
motion rule?’ asked Mr. Morris. 

“It means, I suppose,’”® that in case of a 
vacancy one-of the engineers at the pump- 
ing stations might be brought in and made 
head bookkeeper,’”’ replied the mayor. 

“Not at all,”” said Mr. Morris. 

This colloquy was interrupted by Judge 
Hillyer, who made the point of order that 
Mr. Erwin’s motion to adopt the appoint- 
ment of the secretary was out of order in 
view of the fact that the board had in- 
structed the superintendent to act other- 
wise, and that the rules of the hoard for- 
bade such an appointment. 


Point Is Turned Down. 

President Harrison ruled Judge Hillyer’s 
point not well taken. He thought there was 
a conflict in the rules, and that as the sec- 
retary was a bonded officer, and had a right 
to make his own appointments subject to 
the approval of the superintendent, hhe 
thought the rules were at fault, and said 
his course would be directed by. the rule 
allowing the secretary to name his employ- 
ees. Mayor Woodward made another speech 
sustaining President Harrison in the posi- 
tion he hhad taken. 

Commissioner Camp then called for the 
question on the motion of Commissioner 
Erwin to adopt the appointinent of Mr. 
Rust. As a substitute, Judge Hillyer moved 


‘that the matter be referred back to the 


secretary—not the superintendent as before 
—with instructions to make an appointment 


point hig men without saying anything 4 in the line of promotion. This was seconded 


about promotion. Moreover, I am told that 
one of the employees of the waterworks 
mentioned for the place has been seen in 
confidential conversation with ex-Secretary 
Brown on several occasions here of late. It 
would be unsafe to have a bookkeeper in 
the.office who is unfriendly to the adminis- 
tration of Secretary Dimmock. It might 
result in treuble. You remember that once 
the reports of Superintendent Woodward 
and Secretary Brown differed $6,000 in an 
apportionment item.” 

“That was accduntable to the fact,’’ broke 
in Mr. Bloodworth, who was strongly sup- 
porting Mr. Whitner for bookkeeper, “‘that 
the superintendent got his figures from Mr. 
Whitner, and that the secretary got his 
from the comptroller.” 

Morris Argues No Conflict. 

‘I do not see,” said Commissioner Morris, 
“that there is any conflict in the rules of 
the board. One mule says all appointments 
shaH be made in the line of promotion. The 
other says the secretary shall have the ap- 
pointment of his employees, meaning, of 
course, in the line of promotion. The keep- 
ing of the books in the secretary’s office re- 
quires no unusual amount of skill, and I 
do not see why Mr. Cruickshank or Mr. 
Whitner could not do the work. Certainly, 
{f the rules of the board are cgrtied out, 
one of them is entitled to the position.’’ 

The mayor then addressed the secretary. 

“TI understand,” said he, “that the work 
of the former bookkeeper was considerably 
behind. Ig that true?’’, 

Secretary Dimmock acknowleged that the 
work was somewhat behind, but that since 
Mr. Rust had been temporarily employed 
in the office, it was all right now, 

The secretary was asked if Mr. Cruick- 
shank could keep the books. 

“While “Mr. Cruickshank,” replied Mr. 
in his present position I ever saw, yet I 
do not think he is a bookkeeper.”’ 

At the instance of Mr. Bloodworth the 
books of Mr. Whitner were brought into 
the room and examined by several members 
of the board. Mr. Morris made the discov-

Commissioner Morris change@ the subject 
Ly again remarking on the simplicity of the 
books to be kept in the.secretary’s office. 
“If the men in that office,”’ said he, ‘‘can- 
not keep those books, then we ought to get 
other employees,” 

“Suppose you cal} them up here now,”’ 
said Superintendent Woodward, “ask them 
to make dn entry and see if they cduld 
do it.’ : : : 

No one ventured to try the experiment. 

Another Trial That Failed. 

Judge Hillyer then moved that .iMr. Er- 
win’s motion to elect Mr. Rust be amended 
So ag to elect Mr. Whitner instead. Mr. 
Morris seconded. 

“Then you take no notice of the secreta- 
ry whatever,’ said Mayor Woodward, with 
considerable feeling, ‘‘and here he is, a 
bonded officer, sworn to carry on that 
work down there satisfactorily. Moreover, 
you hint that politics 1s in this. I voted 
against you for president, I acknowledge: 
but as for myself, I wil] countenance no 
political schemes in this matter. I am 
working for the efficiency of the depart- 
ment.’’ 

The vote on Judge Hillyer’s amendment 
was then taken and it was lost by a vote of 
four to five, the commissioners voting as 
they dia in the former Lallot. 

The vote was then taken on the Erwin 
motion. It was carried by the following 
vote: . 

Yeas—Camp,. Erwin, 
lough, Woodward—5. 

Nays—Hillyer, Bloodworth, Morris, Wilkes 
4. 

Chairman Bloodworth Resigns. 

Matters reached a climax when Commis- 
sioner Bloodworth arose immediately after 
the vote had been taken and stated that as 
chairman of the finance committee he could 
not approve the vouchers giving Mr. Rust 
his salary in the face of the illegal action 
of the board. 

“Do you mean to resign the chairmanship 
of the finance committee?” asked President 
Harrison. 

“T do,” was the calm reply. 

Without another word from any one, the 
chairman announce@ that the board’ would 
proceed to other busffiess. Several members 
spoke privately to Commissioner Blood- 
worth asking him not.to resign. Just before 
adjournment Commissioner McCullough 
moved that the chairman of the finance 
committee he requested to withdraw his 
resignation. The motion was unanimously 
carried. 

“TY thank you, gentlemen, for this compli- 
ment,” said Mr. Bloodworth. “I assure you 
it was not through pique I decided to re- 
sign, but becausé of the doubt in my mind 
whether I had a right to sign the vouchers 
for Mr. Rust in view of what I believe to 
be an illegal action of the board. I with- 
draw my resignation.” 

Judge Hillyer stated that the board 
should judge the construction of its own 
rules, and thought Mr. Bloodworth would 
have no trouble along the line mentioned.

Judge Speer Enjoined the Board from 
Prosecuting the Southern Express 
; Company if It Makes the 
Shippers Pay—Question 
One for Congress?

Georgians will soon have to resume pay- 
ment for the revenue stamps which go on 
express receipts for local shipments. 

Ever since last August, the express com- 
pany has had to supply the stamp for all 
packages originating in this state and not 
going outside. On all other packages, the 
shipper paid for the stamp, 

The stamps cost only 1 cent for each pack- 
age. That wouid not be a very serious item 
with any one shipper, but the Southern 
Express Company declared that it meant 
$40,000 a year out of its earnings. 

Now Judge Emory Speer, of the federal 
court, says that the Georgia railroad com- 
mission had no authority to order the ex- 
press company to pay the tax and he has 
enjoined the commission from carrying out 
its threat to sue the company if it pro- 
ceeds to make shippers pay for the stamps 
on local express matter. 

Mr. Montgomery, the Southern .Express 
Company’s Atlanta representative, said 
yesterday that he had not received any in- 
structions from headquarters about col- 
lecting the 1 cent tax frofn the shippers. 
Until instructions come from the ¢om- 
pany’s traffic headquarters, the agents 
will go on furnishing the stamps, but it is 
not presumed that orders will be long de- 
layed. Notice may be‘given any day to the 
public to pay for the stamp on local ship- 
ments just as is required on packages going 
outside the state. 

Georgia the Only Exempted State. 

Georgia is the only state which has en- 
jcyed this exemption. The same queston 
arose in other states, but in every one the 
railroad commissions decided that the ex- 
press companies could pay the tax or com- 
pel the public to pay it. This was the de- 
cision in Texas, Missouri, California, New 
York and North Carolina. Every time the 
question hag been tested in the federal 
courts, the express companies have won. 

Here in Georgia, the state railroad com- 
rrission held that the imposition of the 


tax by the express company upon the pub-- 


lic was virtually an increase in the ex- 
press rates and the company was directed 
not to collect the tax from the shipper. The 
penalty was |prosecution by the commission 
and liability to numberless shippers. 
Colonel L. N: Trammell, ¢hairman of the 
commission, said yesterday that he did not 
know whether the case would be appealed 
or not. He was inclined to leave that ques- 
tion to the attorney general and to Judge 
Spencer Atkinson, the legal member of the 
board. Colonel Trammell has a very high 
opinion of Judge Speer’s legal ability. He 
seemed to think that the judge was ‘‘mak- 
ing game” of the commission and that re- 


{| minded him of a man who was nearly kill- 


ed ata log rolling a long time ago. The 
fellow did not mind being hurt so miuch as 
he resented being laughed at. 

Judge Atkinson thought it quite likely 
that an appeal would be taken from the 
federal court’s decision. Judge Speer did not 
attempt to construe the act of congress 
and decide where congress intended the 
tax to rest. Judge Atkinson says that if 
the courts hold that congress intended the 
public to pay the tax, that will be an end 
to the matter, but if it should be Jecided 
that congress intended the express compa- 


nies to pay the tax, they cannot escape it: 


in Georgia. 
The Responsibility on Congress. 

Colonel Trammell remarked that the Geor- 
gia commission had done its part to carry 
out the law as the board saw it. If con- 
gress did not care to settle the question be- 
yond all dispute, the responsibility was on 
congress. The matter iS how up to congress 
and the courts, the commission having done 
its part. : 

Colonel Joe Terrell, the attorney general, 
said that he did not know whether the case 
would be carried higher. He had not been 
enjoined. Judge Speer released him on his 
own recognizance at the conclusion of the 
argument. ? 

The railroad commission’s position was 
that the express company in collecting the 
tax of 1 per cent per Package from the 
shipper virtually increased the express rates 
which the company had no right to do 
without permission of the board. 

Judge Speer held that the commission had 
construed the act of congress, which is a

HASKINS TALKS OF 


HAVANA’S TROUBLES 


The Well-Known Expert Accountant Was 
Here Yesterday. 


BEEN HELPING GEN. LUDLOW 


Finances of the Cuban Capital Are To 
Be Rearranged. 


HOW THE CITY CAN BE KEPT CLEAN

Pians for the Health as Well as the 
Wealth of Cuba—The Proposed 
Canal Into the Harbor.

Cc. BE. Haskins, one of the best known of 
America’s eXpert accountants, was in At- 
lanta yesterday morning en route to New 


York from the city of Havana, where he 
has been to straighten out the financial con- 
dition of that city. Mr. Haskins was called 
to Havana about six weeks ago by General 
Ludlow, military governor of that city, to 
look into the financial] condjtion and advise 
him as to the best means of adjusting the 
finances of the city. Mr. Haskins, who is 
the senior member of the firm of Haskins 
& Sells, of New York, took with him two 
expert men to assist in the work, and he 
is today probably the best posted man in 
the country in regard to the true condition 
in Havana. 

As to the possibilities and future of Ha- 
vana as a great city, Mr. Haskins talks 
most encouragingly. He has great faith in 
the ability of General Ludlow, and stated 
yesterday that he would solve the prob- 
lem if left alone by the government. Mr. 
Haskins is a fluent talker, and his expert 
knowledge of the situation makes every- 
thing that he says of the greatest interest. 

“The problem that the Americans have 
to meet,” he said yesterday, “is working 
in conjunction with the civil government, 
and doing so with as little friction as possi- 
ble, simply keeping it there as a safeguard 
and to assist and advise the Cubans as far 
as possible. This is exactly what the tet- 
ter and representative class of Cubans 
want. The representative Cubans are all 
what might be called annexationists, and 
they are anxious to see the United States 
keep its army there until everything is run- 
ning smoothly and Cuba is ready to be an- 
nexed. They realize, of course, that it 
cannot be done at the present, but they be- 
lieve and hope that will be the eventual re- 
sult. 

“As to the finances of Havana just at 
present, they are not the best, but it will be 
an easy matter in time to make the city not 
only one of the richest, but also one of the 
healthiest large cities anywhere to be 
found. At present the principal difficulty 
that meets thé civil government is the lack 
of money with which to administer it. Ha- 
vana’s only resources now are out of the 
custom duties which, of course, should not 
be applied to the government of the city, 
but to the general government of the state, 
as the island is called. The civil govern- 
ment has arranged as yet no system of tax- 
ation, and this was one of the reasons of 
my trip to the island. Under the Spanish 
government the city of Havana payed alto- 
gether about $5,000,000 taxes a year, $3,000,000 
of which went to Spain, and the other 
$2,000,000, minus the per cent paid for col- 
lecting, went to the city for its running 
expenses and for improvements. It is the 
custom in Havana to levy the taxes accord- 
ing to the rental value of the property, 
even the water tax Is made in that manner; 
so itis probable that the finance committee 
appointed by General Ludlow will arrange 
the system of taxation on that Plan. 

“The total debt of the city of Havana 
is now $12,500,000, on which 6 per cent inter- 
est is being paid. It is proposed to make 
this debt $25,000,000, at a lower rate of in- 
terest—say 4 or 5 per cent—and take up ihe 
present mortgages. Instead of having the 
State make the tax assessment rolls, it is 
proposed to have the city make its assess- 
ment rolls and collect its own taxes, In 
this way, while the taxes would be less than 
before, the city would have more money for 
running the civil government and for public 
improvements. It is probable that this plan 
will be adopted gradually and eventually, 
and Havana will be made a rich city. , 

“As to the health of Havana: It can be 
made as good :as that of any city in this 
countrf. The winter climate is ideal, and 
with proper sanitary arrangements it can 
be made perfectly healthy. It is proposed 
to have a canal built in the harbor, which 
is very shallow, so that the garbage from 
the city will be carried out into deep water 
instead of ebing left in the harbor, as it 
now is. 

“The possibilities are great for making 
Havana a magnificent city by collecting a 
fair amount of taxes and applying them to 
the running and improving of the city. 

“It is the purpose of the government to 
simply advise and have the civil Cuban 
government do as much as possible, and 
this is exactly what the Cubans themselveg 
want.” 

Mr. Haskins leaves for New York today. 
The two assistants who accompanied him 
to Havana are still there working with 
General Ludlow. Mr. Haskins says that 
there is any amount of American capital 
ready to be invested in Havana as soon as 
the United States makes public the policy 
that it is to pursue. He thinks that the 
government should make known as-eurna as 
possble what course it will—follow in re- 
gard to the, standing army on the island 
and to establishing a sound government for 
the Cubans. ’ .

The warrant 
was taken out before Judge Bloodworth 
‘ppon the instance of Walter Tomlinson, 
ugent of the Germania Fire Insurance Com- 
pany, who cluims that Haskell] has col- 
lected for him a quantity of money and 
not accounted for the same. 

Haskell claims that he has accounted 
for the amount collected and that he has 
rendered ‘to Tomlinson a statement in 
which he shows he Is justified in’ keeping 
the money he has. 

Tne warrant was sworn out on Tuesday 
before Justice Bloodworth and the case 
was called there for a hearing on yester- 
day mornng. Haskell objected to the 
ease being tried before Justice Bloodworth, 
and asked that it be taken before Judge 
Orr. It was transferred and is set for hear- 
ing before the latter next Saturday. 

In the meantime the case will be taken 
to the grand jury, as witnesses have been 
summoned to arpear before that body, and 
shovld the charges be substantiated an 
indictment will follow. 

‘The facts ir the case, as stated by Mr. 
Tomlinsen yesterday, are that previoys to 
th: disuppearance of W. L. Sherrill, who 
Was gonera] egent of the Manhattan Fire 
Insurance Company, of this city, Haskell 
was also connected with the agency of the 
same comysny. As soon as Sherrill] left 
the city the agency of the company was 
given to J L. Riley & Co.,- who now re- 


tain it 

Haxkell opened 2 general insurance brok- 
erage vus'ress in the city, and having 
KONE policies, he took them to Mr. Tom- 
linson, who agreed to write them and give 
Huskell the commission. 

The amcunt-of the premiums on the fn- 
surance vritten by Mr. Tomlinson and 
secured by Haskell is said to have 
come to nearly $1. Mr. Tomlinson 
Sta‘es that Maskell collected many of these 
prethiums and gdve receipts for them, but 
ihat he never turned the money over to 
him, Tomlinson.

Mr. Tomlinsen says that on one occasion 
Haskei] Gented that he kad ecvllected the 
money.

Mr. Tomiinson claims that his policies 
have a non-cancellation clause and cannot 
lo handled. He says that Haskell 
has absolutely no right to do this and that 
he wili push the prosecution to the fullest 
extent of the law. He says that Haskeii 
hes made no explanation to him. 

Tomlinson is ar anti-association insurance 
ugent and has never joined the Southeast- 
ern Tariff Association.

The company, I am told, finally em- 
ployed Quinton & Quinton as its counsel 
for reasons that can be readily seen.” 

It is stated that Mr. McNall has been 
expecting a move to be made against him 
and threatens to fight his removal, but cn 
what lino cannot be discovered. The gov- 
ernor is sole judge of the cause for removal 
and it is said that the supreme court will 
not interfere. 


General John B. Castleman, of the Royai, 
in a letter to Secreta Watkins, of the 
Kentucky and Tennessee board of fire un- 
derwriters, suggests a mode of retaliation 
in the shape of increasing rates in propor- 
tion as the courts im any locality mulct the 
companies. For instance, in Scott county, 
Kentucky, where the income is‘about $20,000, 
it is said that companies have been penal- 
ized $24,000. According to General Castle- 
mgn’s plan, this would increase the rates 
in that county a little over 100 per cent. 
‘The situation is such at present that few 
venture to predict the outcome.

The incorporators of the amalgamated 
company are: Lloyd Lowndes, governor of 
Maryland; Edwin Warfield, president of the 
Fidelity and Deposit Company; Charles C. 
Homer, president of the Second National 
bank; L. T. Appoid and H. Crawford Black, 
president of the Black, Sheridan & Wilson 
Coal Company. Mr. Black has been offered 
the presidency of the company, and has 
accepted. The above named incorporators, 
with seven other gentlemen identified with 
both of the old companies, will constitute 
a board of directory. Among these are 
Messrs. John Black, P. E. Tome, W. J. C. 
Dulany and A. Webster Smith. 


The increase of.the business of the south- 
ern branch of the Imperial Insurance Com- 
pany, of Lonilon, at Atlanta, under Man- 
ager J. T. Dargan since its establishment in 
1834, has rendered it necessary to increase 
the size of its staff, and in doing so it has 
added thereto T. D. Belfield, late of Court- 
ney & Belfield, joint resident managers at 


New York. Mr. Belfield is well and favor- 
ably known to be an underwriter of ability, 
having had long training at the London of- 
fice before coming to this country. 


Mr. S. Y. Tupper, manager of the Queen, 
has just returned from a pleasant trip to 
New York. Mr. Tupper states that the me- 
tropolis at present is rather quiet and is 
only just recovering from the recent cold 
snap. 


A bill has been introduced in the Colo- 
rado legislature by Representative Estes to 
prevent fire insurance companies from 
transacting business under other than their 
corporate names. 


Suits have been entered in the common 
pieas court at Columbus, O., by the West- 
ern Underwriters’ Association of Chicago, 
against the Royal for $50.38; Manchester for 
$16.76; American of Newark for $33.59, and 
Commerce of Albany for $33.59, aileged to be 
due as a proportionate expense for the 
appraisal and adjustment of the loss to the 
property of the Belin Printing Company. 
The suits were first instituted by W. B. 
Smitha, special agent of the Western Un- 
derwriters’ Association, and these were dis- 


missed, with costs to the plaintiff. It ap- 
pears that Smitha incurred expenses in ap- 
praising the loss and submitted a bill to 
the companies above mentioned. It is said 
that they had not authorized the expenses, 
nor was Smitha representing them in the 
adjustment, and they declined‘to pay, with 
the result of the suits being entered. 


Returns of the companies in Iowa show 
that the total premiums increased $231,302 
over the figures of 1897, the receipts for that 
year being $4,184,056, and in 1898 $4,415,358. 

Compared with the returns for 1897 the 
division of the premium income is inter- 
esting. Twenty-seven union American com- 
panies recgived in premiums $906,776, a loss 
of $28,491. Thirty-four union foreign com- 
panies, as against twenty-eight in 1897, in- 
creased their receipts only $7,551, the total 
Premiums for 1898 being $478,917. Forty- 
pine non-union companies received premi- 
ums in 1898 amounting to $829,975, an in- 
crease of $25,616, with five additional com- 
panies transacting business. 

Eight Iowa stock companies increased 
their premium income $104,410, the total re- 
ceipts being $1,360,362. lowa mutual compa- 
nies increased eleven in number, twenty- 
four reporting 1898 business, with total] pre- 
miums of $840,328. These figures represent 
an increase of $112,216 over the premiums 
reported for 1897,

Stanton’s New Book. 


From The Nashville Banner. 

Stanton: has grown with time and his 
Teputation now compasses the English- 
speaking world. His verses have been ea- 
gerly copled by the press tn this country 
and lately they have become as popular in 
England as in America. And Stanton is 
now more than @ newspaper poet. The 
high-class, literary periodicals publish his 
productions and next to James Whitcomb 
Riley there is no American poet whose 
verses are more read. The publication, of 
his jatest book of poems, ‘‘Comes One with 
a Song’ (the Bowen-Merrill Company, In- 
dianapolis), has placed him before the phb- 
lic in @ stronger light and on a higher 
plane. The book presents the best of these 
poems in one collation, and the whole feast 
has a relish and savor that could not have 
been correctly judged from the segregated 
morsels. 

The newspapers have given preference and 
prominence to Stanton’s dialect’ poems, 
those with some touches of homely humor, 
and in this direction it had come to be sup- 
posed “his genius mainly tended. But in the 
book we find a poet capable of being appre- 
ciated for sentiment, music, spirit, life and 
all the qualities that make enjoyable the 
lighter sirains of English verse. Stantan 
sings without art or effort, and he sings 
always in a cheery strain. His naturalness 
and his optimism are the mainstrings of his 
popularity. He laughs and the world not 
Only laughs with him, but thoroughly en- 
joys the music of his rippling tones. Love 
and light are two words that probably oc- 
cur most frequently in his poems, and they 
serve to indicate the tenor of his philoso- 
phy. The. following quatrain is in that 
style of newspaper verse in which the pub- 
lic has become most famillar with Stanton. 
Though it is not among his best efforts at 
poetry it embodies in homely phrase the 
characteristic philosophy of the entire vol- 
ume: 


‘*This world that we are livin’ in 
Is mighty hard to beat; 

You get a thorn with every rose, 
But ain’t the roses sweet!”’ 


The same idea has a more tender and ele- 
gant expression in the following: 


“Come, sald Love upon a day: 


Come and fare my rosy way; 
If perchance the thorns we meet 
They shall make the roses sweet. 


“So with Love I passed along: 

All the world was sweet with: song; 
Never thorn was mine, for he 

Hid them in his heart from me.” 


He refuses always to be sad, and rebels 
against the melancholy. Themes that other 
poets have consecrated to tears he turns to 
gladness: 


i — I had a rhyme wherewith to robe 
1er— 
The fair October! 
But rhyme on rhyme my fancy vainly 
weaves 
In red recesses of her realin of leaves; 
I do not find her melancholy-sober— 
The glad October! 
The glad October!’ 


In another poem we find this same optt- 


- mistic sentiment concerning the seasons 
applied to life: 


““There’s joy my dear, tn the gray o’ the 
year, 

When the snows are driftine white 

And the cold winds cry to the starless sky, 

And the last rose weeps, ‘Good night!’ 

There is joy, mv love, for the world is fair. 

While vour love like a. lily is blooming 
there.” 


Birds sing without thought or reason tn 
their songs, and some of the best efforts of 
minor poets are when they, without more 
effort and with the spontaneity of the birds 
produce the same musical effect. Stanton 
does this often. The following is a fair 
specimen: 


“Sing a song of harvest—sing it, ring it 


sweet: | 
Set it _to the musie of the ripple of the 
woneat! 
Sweetheart, sweetheart, 
Reaning as we go, 
A kiss amid the music 
And the wheat would never know!”

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WEST POINT CASE 
10 BE DECIDED 


Judge Lumpkin Will Render a Decision 
This Morning. 


LARGE INTERESTS INVOLVED 


If Injunction Is Denied Belt South of 
City Will Be Built. +

MUCH RAILROAD HISTORY IN CASE 


Parties Claim Self Interest as Cause 
of Injunction—Will Be an Im- 
portant Opinion. 


Judge Lumpkin will hand down his de- 
cision in the case of Julius Alexander et al. 
against the Atlanta and West Point Rail- 
road Company et al.,’ this morning. This 
case, which involyes the enjoining of the 
West Point road from constructing a belt 
line around the southern portion of the 
city, is one of very 6reat importance. 

It was heard a month ago, and Judge 
Lumpkin has considered the case thoroughly 
during that time. His decision will be an 
interesting one on account of the large 
sum involved and the work concerned. 
Early in January certain stockholders in 
the Atlanta and West Point Railroad Com- 
pany ‘filed a bill for injunction to stop the 
work then being done by the agents of the 
road toward securing aright of way for the 
belt line, and to prevent any further work. 

It developed on the hearing that at a 
directors’ meeting of the West Point road 
it was announced that a surplus of about 
$200,000 was on hand, and a belt line 
around the. city, from the Central railroad 
line to the Georgia railroad line, was want- 
ed. A vote was taken, the charter was 
amended and the belt line provided for. 

It is claimed by those stockholders who 
are oppased to the belt line that nothing 
will be gained by its construction, but 
that it is done to the detriment of the 
Central railroad and the West Point road 
and to help the Louisville and Nashville 
road, which is a lessee of the Georgia 
railroad. , 

It is claimed by the plaintiffs that the 
Georgia railroad, if the beit line is con- 
structed, will profit in that it would have 
a better opportunity to handle freight. It 
was asserted that the surplus should be 
used to pay off some 6 per cent debentures 
which were then outstanding. 

The West Point road stockholders who 
favored the building of the belt line stated 
that it was not so much the stockholders 
of the West Point road who did not want 
the belt line built, but. the stockholders of 
the Central railroad who objected. 


The West Point road now uses the right 


of way of the Central to get into the city, 
an@ with the belt line it woul have an 
entrance into theeastérn side of the city, 
thus giving it such facilities that it could 
not, as is now claimed, be bottled up by 
the Central. | 

There were many other reasons stated 
why the belt line should be constructed. 
They were presented to the court by affi- 
davits of prominent railroad people. 

Before the injunction was filed a right 
of way had been ‘purchased through 
Reynoldstown, on thé east side of Atlanta, 
and considerable money had been expend- 
ed toward securing thé necessary land for 
the road to run over, _

property can be held in trust for the bea- 
eficiaries.

WOMEN’S MEETINGS 
IN W4@€SHINGTON 
! RS. WILLIAM KING has just re- 
Meme from a delightful visit tuo 
-# Washington city, where she was in 
attendance at four of the national conven- 
tions of women in that city. She talks 
mcst interestingly of her trip, and in an 
interview yesterday laughingly remarked 
that “in about two weeks, in the capital 
city, it looked as if even that august assem- 


bly of statesmen and politicians in the na- 


tional capitol, would have to convene in or- 
der to see what Was so seriously engaging 
the many prominent women assembled from 
all parts of the country and in attendance 
at their various meetings. 

“Not only were the conventions interest- 
ing from-the standpoint of their largely 
attended sessions,’’ continued Mrs. King, 
“but it was interesting to note the earn- 
estness of each and every woman, while the 
reports made by delegates indicated that 
the women of all sections are strong for 
g00d movements through organized efforts. 

“No organization in the country seems 
to be more rapidly increasing its member- 
ship, and, more. surely impressing the 
excellence of its principles upon the en- 
lightened people, than the National Con- 
gress of Mothers. 5 
“Not only mothers, but fathers, educa-

In speaking of the first two of the con- 
ventions drawing so many women. to 
Washington, Mrs. King said: 


“The National Council of Women is com- 
posed of some of the strongest women in 
the land, and they had@ a wonderfully suc- 
cessful meeting this year.

B. Anthony, Rev. Anna Shaw and Mrs. 
May Wright Sewell were there, and a num- 
ber of other representative women. They 
discussed ‘Municipal Reform,’ ‘Household 
Economics,’ ‘Suffrage,’ ‘Possibilities of Wo- 
men,’ and many other subjects. A very 
pleasant feature of the meeting was the 
celebration of two birthdays of Rev. Anna 
Shaw and Susan B. Anthony, who was 
entering her seventy-ninth year, and is @ 
most remarkable woman. | 

“The Daughters of the American Revolu- 
tion brought with them, beside their patri- 
otic zeal, the bright and beautiful sun- 
shine; it was a week of perfect weather. 


The attendance was not near so large as 
last year, but what was lacking in number 
was made up in ardor and dignity, and 
gave great satisfaction to the large body 
of women present. Their day meetings 
were almost exclusively devoted to busi- 
ness. Their evening programmes were very 
delightful. It was amusing to hear the 
comments by the residents of Washington 
as to the congresses that were present 
during the week, and the national congress 
was entirely lost sight of. Each one of 
these congresses of women were proud to 
let it go on record that. they greatly dis- 
approved, and passed resolutions to the

Responses to Mrs. Birney’s opening ad- 
dress were made by Mrs. Mary E. Green, 
president of the Household Economic .Asso- 
ciation, and Horace Fletcher, whose pre- 
ence in Atlanta recently inspired a new 
interest among the thinking people here 
in the foremost reform movements. 

Mrs. King stated that the mothers’ con- 
gress, the state of New York and the 
states of the middle west sent the largest 
number of delegates, while telegrams and 
greetings were read in the convention from 
all parts of America. 

Relative to the addresses, Mrs. King said: 

“Two of the finest were made by Wash- 
ingtonians, Dr. Samuel Adams, one of the 
most prominent physicians of that city, 
on the ‘Physical Care of Children,’ and one 
by Professor Powell, superintendent of the 
Washington public schools, on the subject 
of ‘Home Education,’ the relation is bears 
to the school. It was worth a trip 
Washington to have heard either of these 
addresses, and yet there were many more 
that were instructive and exceedingly en- 
tertaining. Among the other prominent 
speakers were Mrs. Lillie Devereaux Blake, 
(Miss Williams, superintendent of the Phila- 
delphia kindergarten school; Lucy Wheeler, 
of Boston; Mrs. Joseph P. Munford, mem- 
ber of the Philadelphia board of education;

SOME LENTEN RECIPE 


SWISS EGGS—This fs a very popular 
breakfast dish. Tine a deep plate with thin 
slices of cheese. Mix ome cup of milk and 
one teaspoonful of mustard and a dust of 
red pepper. Pour half this mixture over the 
cheese, break in as many eggs as are , 
ed, pour the remaining mixture | 
and hake ten minutes. 

PUDDING— 
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suet and crumbs, two tablespeonfuls of 
shopped parsley, two tablespoonfuls of sait 
and a half teaspoonful of pepper. Beat up 
two eggs with half a pint of milk, and add 
this to the other ingrédients. Put the mixt- 
ure into a thickly. greased basin, cover with 
a piece of greased paper and steam for one 
hour. Turn it out‘and serve with egg 
sauce. ™ 

SHRIMPS WITH RICE.—Shell one pint 
of fresh shrimps, or’the canned. Put one 
ounce of butter.in @ pan, when melted stir 
into it one ounce of flour, udd half a pint 
of milk and stir till it hoilg. Season with 
lemon juice, salt and cayenne—some people 
like a little mace. Then put in the shrimps 
and make very hot., See that a dish is 
nicely ‘heated, and arrange around it a thick 
Lorder of rice boiled’ in the same way as 
for curry, Pour the shrimp mixture into 
the middle. Serve with this dish neat little 
rolis of bread and butter. 

SARDINES UP TO DATE.—Reqguired: 
Some sardines (six of eight). half an ounce 
of butter, onion, a little white sauce, an 
ounce of grated- Parmesan,’ an ounce of 
anchovy butter (viz: anchovy essence mixed 
with a little butter),: toasted bread, bread 
crumbs, seasoning. * 

Trim off the tails of the sardines, peel — 
and chop the onion finely, put them in a 
Small saucepan with enough water to cover 
them; boil up quickly: strain, add the but- 
ter and cook for a few minutes: add the 
Sauce and the theesé. ‘Cunt the toast into 
pleces a little larger than the sardines. 
spread with anchovy butter, place a sardine# 
on each piece of toast, spread thickly with 
the sauce, season with pepper and cayenne: 
sprinkle over with some bread crumbs, put 
in a hot oven for a few minutes till warm 
through. Serve very hot. 

SMELTS IN BATTER.—Place the fish in 
a liquor composed of white wine vinegar, 
oil, sliced onion, grated lemon peel and cay- 
enne for an hour or two before they are 
cooked. Drain them on blotting paper for 
a few minutes and then dip them into a 
light frying Latter and cook at once in a 
bath of boiling fat. Send to the table-gar- 
nished with fried parsley. For the batter. 
melt one ounce of bitter ‘in half a pint of 
warm milk and water, mixed in equal pro- 
portions, season with a little salt and eay- 
enne, and when the liquid is tepid add bv : 
degrees, stirring all the time, half a pound 
of dry sifted flour, and work until it is per- 
fectly smooth: thef put into a cool larder 
for an hour or two! and the last thing be- 
fofe using mix in Mekely the whites of two 
eges which has beem- whisked to a. stiff 
froth. 

SCOTCH WOODCOCK.—One tablespoon 
of butter, 1 tablespoon flour, 1 pint of milk. 
1 tabléspeonful anchovy paste, 6 hard boiled 
eggs coarse chopped. Melt butter and stir 
in flour: add milk, cook until it is thickened. 
add paste and eggs. Season with very lit- 
tle salt and a dash of red pepper. Serve on 
toast. 

SALMON IN A MOULD.—One. ean gal- 
mon, 4 eggs (beaten), 4 tablespoons melted 
butter, half cup bread crumbs, pepper, salt 
and parsley to taste. Rub butter in sal- 
mon, put crumbs iff e&gs. mix all together 
and season. Then put in buttered mould ahd 
steam one hour. 

Sauce for same: One cup hot milk thick- 
ened with 1 tablespoon corn starch: also 1 
tablespoon butter, the liquor from salmon, 
one egg, one spoon tomatocatsup. Put egg 
in-last and carefully. | 

STEWED CABBAGE.—A favorite dish of 
the vegetarian. Having washed the cab- 
bage thoroughly, shred ft as for pickling, 
and place it in a saucepan with sufficient 
cold wafer to cover it, parboil and strain 
off nearly all the water. Next peel, core 
and quarter four good-sized apples and add 
to thé cabbage, with one ounce of putter, 
a little salt, pepper and a few cloves. Stew 
all together until tender, then strain and 
add to the liquora thickening of butter and 
flour and a tablespoonful or two of vine- 
gar, according to taste. Return the cab- 
bage to the saucepan to heat through again 
and serve very hot. 

A GOOD MENU FOR LENT.—Mixed Pu- 
ree.—Make like an ordinary yegetable puree, 
but use as great a variety of vegetables us 
possible, and add a few split peas or Leans. 
Egg Patties or Egg Croutes.—Hard boiled 
eggs cut up and mixed with a well flavored 
white sauce, and served either in pastry 
cases or in little cases made out of crumbs 
of bread and fried in boiling fat. Fish 
“Toad in the Hole.’’~Flakes of some sub- 
stantial fish, such as ¢od, arranged in a 
pie dish with shrimp or savory sauce. Cov- 
er with a good batter and bake. Serve with 
this fried Jerusalem artichokes, parboiled, 
egged and breadcrumbed, and fried in boil- 
ing fat—and’ snowed potatoes. Stewed Figs 
and Whipped Cream.—Serve each fig in a 
neatly cut piece of sponge cake with whip- 
ped cream on the top. Cheese Omelette—A 
plain omelette with cheése flavoring.

President Northen Will Issue an Ad- 
dress to the Farmers of Georgia 
Through the State Press. 


All day yesterday T. H. Martin and his 
clerks were busy getting the subscription 
lists of the state fair systematized and in 
shape to commence the work of collection. 
Today the collection of subscriptions will 
begin and it will be pushed until the last 
cent of the guarantee fund is in the hands 
of the treasurer. Mr. Martin says that 
owing to the number of subscriptions the 
work of collection will necessarily take 
some time, but that he does not anticipate 
the slightest trouble in the collections being 
made promptly. 

The local sub-committees appointed ‘to ar- 
range premium lists for educational, art. 
horses, poultry and pet stock, woman’s work 
and negroes work are stil] hard at work 
and have not yet reported. The committee 
on buildings and grounds {fs also still con- 
sidering the advisability of various build- 
ings. 

Until the matter of premiums-~-is finally 
disposed of the premium list cannot be 
placed in the hands of the printer. This 
Mr. Martin is particularly anxious to do at 
the earliest possible moment, in order 
that the lists may be circulated throughout 
the entire state and the farmers of all sec- 
tions Le given ample opportunity to prepare 
their lands or fatten their stock, as the 
cCaSe may be, for the special premiums they 
intend competing for.

This address wil] 
be printed in the state press of all sections 
and its intention will be to arouse enthu- 
siasm in the fair. 

“TIT want to bring out the idea as strongly 
as possible,’’ said ex-Governor Northen, 
“the vast benefits the state will derive 
from this fair. Every person in the state, 
from the highest to the lowest, should feel 
vitally interested. Its purpose is not to 
reach one class or section alone. Naturally 
Atlanta will be benefited, but the financtal 
return she will receive will not be a drop 
in the bucket compared to the general good 
that the state at large will derive. 

‘The fair will be the greatest practica] ob- 
ject lesson that has ever been held In Geor- 
gia. The impecunious farmer operating a 
one-horse farm and struggling against 
great odds will have an opportunity of com- 
paring his own crude methods with the ad- 
vanced methods of his more prosperous 
brother farmers, and he will return to his 
home with an increased knowledge of the 
latest ideas in agriculture that years of 
reading and theortzing would never give 
him.

MR. HALL WOULD LIKE ASSISTANCE 


He Wants To ow the Location of 
Springs with an Outflow of 
| 100 Gallons. 


B. M. Hall, the well-known local civil 
engineer, who is the government hydro- 
grapher for Georgia, Alabama, Florida and 
Tennessee, is on the eve of a careful exam- 
ination of the various springs in these 
states. Hitherto Mr. Hall’s work has been 
confined exclusively to rivers and streams 
throughout his territory. At present he 
has seventeen stations in the four states 
mentioned and daily observations are tak- 
en of the voltime and velocity of the va- 
rious rivers. ‘The information thus ob- 
tained is carefully tabulated and printed 
by the government. By referring to the 
printed records one can tell axactly the 
height, velocity and volume of any given 
river or stream throughout the country. 

Naturally this information is very “valu- 
able to parties intending to ‘estabilsh pow- 
er plants or manufacturies and is much 


sought after. 

In a lesser degree the subject of springs 
is also important. Bleacheries and paper 
mills require large quantities of clear pure 
water, such as can only be obtained from 


springs, 

During the past year or so Mr. Hill has re- 
ceived many inquiries from manufacturers 
in the north asking for accurate informa- 
tion of all springs with a discharge of 100 
assigned to him. As government hydro- 
grapher he 1s given a certain appropriation 
to expend each year in the manner which 
he may think best. The volume of in- 
quiries concerning springs increasing, Mr. 
Hall decided to make a systematic inspec- 
tion of all springs with a discharge of 100 


gallons or more per minute. 

In order to be able to obtain the neces- 
sary information concerning the location 
of these springs, he asks the assistance of 
all parties living in either of the four 
states having information concerning 
springs of the size mentioned. Following 
is a statement made by Mr. Hall on the 
subject: 

“As hydrographer in charge of the water 
supply investigations of the United States 
geographical survey in Georgia, Alabama, 
Florida and Tennessee, I am about to take 
up the subject of springs, in a systematic 
way, with the ultimate object of compiling 
for government publications full list 
of all the springs in these (four 
states that discharge 100 gallons or more 
per minute. This list will give the lo- 
cality, temperature and discharge of each 
spring, together with other important char- 
acteristics, 

“In order to obtain the proper informa- 
tion I must go or send one of.my assist- 
ants to each one of these springs to make 
surveys, measurements, etc. As this can- 
not be done systematically without some 
previous knowledge of the existence of 
such springs and their localities, I take the 
liberty of asking through your columns 
the co-operation of all persons residing in 
these states and feeling an interest in this 
important subject. Letters addressed to 
me at 415 Temple Court, Atlanta, Ga., 
giving information as to locality and flow 
of large springs will be highly appreciated 
and will receive my prompt attention. 

“Of course I do not expect an accurate 
description, but would like to have in each 
case an approximate idea of the width, 
depth‘and velocity of the stream flowing 
away from the spring. The data that I 
desire to publish is for the information of 
manufacturers who wish to locate at 
points where they can obtain a large sup- 
Ply of clear water. 

‘This is a subject of considerable import- 
ance and I hope that The Constitution and 
its exchanges will bring it before the peo- 
ple in such a way that I will not be long 
in getting the preliminary information that 
I desire. Our work during the past three 
years has been devoted mainly to finding 
out the amount of water flowing in the 
rivers at all seasons of the year, and for 
a series of years. This work is still pro- 
gressing, but very few of the large springs 
of the region have been measured.” 

Mr. Hall expects to begin work on the 
measurement of springs at the earliest pos- 
sible moment. He says that Georgia ond 
Florida abound in springs with sufficient 
outflow to attract the attention of manu- 
facturers, and that he hopes the result of 
his investigations will have the effect of 
causing a great many concerns to locate in 
the south.

Twelve out of twenty-two members of 
the executive co:imittee of the populist 
party held a special meeting at the Grant 
house, this city, yesterday morning, and 
did practically nothing but talk.

He gave 
as his redson that he had just assumed the 
management of The Alkahest Magazine, a 
bright southern periodical, and that it was 
impossible to mix polities with literature. 
The resignation was to take effect atj once, 
and after a good deal of discussion, in 
which Mr. Carter was asked to withdraw 
his resignation, it was finally accepted. 

The question of electing a new chairman 
was discussed, but no selection was made. 
The names of H. P. Blount and W. L. Peek 
were mentioned for the place, But it was 
decided to have Vice Chairman J, R. Irwin, 
of Conyers, hold*’an election by mail. He 
will do this at once, and it will probably 
be several weeks before the result is made 
known. 

The members of the committee arrived 
in the city on the early morning trains 
yesterday, and most of the repaired to the 
Grant house. After the session of the com- 
mittee, which lasted two or three hours, 
the members spent most of the day sight- 
seeing, leaving for their nomes last night.
